Information is made againſt them, and the Barron de laRenaudie, in the name of 4 
great part of the Nobilitie, and third eſtate, vndertaketh the commuſſion to take the Dukg of Guile,and 
the Cardinal! of Lorraine priſoners What order was holden therem by Monſienr de Renaudie,which wm 
the end wa diſtonered , whereof enſned dizers bloodie Tragedies at Araboiſe. ' The Prince of Conde 
waliantly maintaineth his innocency, and ſheweth the cowardly tyrannie of his enemies where it was opens 
ly proclaimed throughout the Proninces.

found hiddenin their Cellors, were tyed twoandtwotogither, and ſo ledde 
intothe Hall ofthe Caſtle of Cabrieres, wherethey were moſt cruelly murthe- 
red. Within the Church, many ode women, young maides, and children, 
that had ſaued themſelues,wereall puttothe ſword. 1 henumberottheſlaine 
and maſſacred, amounting vmo $00. perſonsand more. TheBarronacla Gar- 
deleddeaboue 8 00. perſons away, and put them into the Gallies, where the 
moſt partof them diedin great miſerie, - Many women and maides were de- 
flowred, and great numbers ledde priſonersto Marſeille, A ix, and Anignon. 
Diners villages beeing wholly burnt and conſumed by fire, whereby the de-._ 
ſolation and miſery of that coumrie wasexceeding great. Butking Francs be-. 
ing ſicke, forthe ipace ofcertaine years afterthat cruell maſlacre, and vrged in 
conſcience with aremorſeofthat miſchicfe, whereof hee had partly beenethe 

cauſe, andforric before his death hee could not execute open puniſhment vp-= 

ATT anal 2, 42% name and authoritie, had committed ſo horriblea 

miſchiefe among his {ubieQs of Proxence, exprefly charged his ſonne Henry, 
not todeferrethat puniſhment, ſaying: thatit he put it in obliuion, God wold 

bee revengedthereof againſt him, andthartheir memorie would remaine in 
horrourand execration vnto all ſtraungers ifthe perſons that had commitr- 

ted ſo notableacrime, ſhould bee ſufferedto vnpuniſhed.

Frenchmen fled after B;zhet, an Italian Eniigne,Coronel of the armie, thar firſt 


 ſauedhimſelf,afterthat the horſems were diſperſed. The Gaſcons & Switzers, 


that fought valiantly, were onerthrowne by aduancing theſelues too farre as. 
mong their enemies, and almoſt all their Leaders ſlaine inthe field : the num- 
ber ot the ſlaine isdiuerſly reported, ſome ſaid two thouſand fiue hundcerh, 
others fourethouſand, beſides many hurt, thatliued not long after, and five or 
ſixehandreth priſoners. The Marques wrote vmo the Emperour, that all 
Stroſsies footemen were ſlaineatthat bartaile, butasthen he forgot to pure 
his viorie : which if hee had done,Stro/s/ and all theKings armie atthattime 
had beene wholly ouerthrowne. Stroſs; that had ſhewed maruellous proofes 
of his valour and nobleneſle, faued himſelfe in Montaicin, leaning Foyan,that 
was preſently taken byrhe Marques, as alſo M art1an, Lucignan, and other pla- 
ces,Wwherewith the Siexoismeruellouſly abaſhed, were inmindtohauveyeel- 
ded, had it not beenfor £Monlnc,thatafluredrhem, andatierdid great ſeruice 
vntothe king, asalſorothe Towne. Zizhet partly cauſeotthe overthrowe of 
thearmie, andthe Counte + _Mlte, that had cowardly yeelded vp Zacignan, a 
moſt impregnable place, werebeheaded, Preſently after, the Duke ſolicited 
thoſe of Sienero yeeld vnrothe Emperour, andthey about theendof lanuary, 
in the yeareofour Lord 1554.anſwered him moſt bravely : but yet to vſe fo 
great & loftie words, they had need of better means of reſiſtance : whilethele 
things were effcQed, Monſieur de Lanſſac beeing gone onambaſlage to Rome, 
diversarticles weretheredrawneand ſetdown, toend the troubles of Siene. 

The Popegauechargeto his Legats, that laye reſidents by the Emperour 
and the king, tobring themroan agreement, but nothing tooke effect, each 
ofthe ſeeming to haveright on his fide, meanetime, the differences touching 
religion begantoincreaſe: ſuchas would not receive and acknowledge the 
traditions ofthe Pope, were cruelly burnt.

Stroſs: becing ſome- 
what recouered, and hauing been certified of the death of Mornluc, hazarded

Preſently aftertheſe letters,they returned to executions,wherin neither day 
nor night paſſed, butthata greatnumber of priſoners were put todeath, and 
all men ot quallitie, ſome hanged, ſome drowned, thereſt beheaded, without 
any pablike ſentence giuen, without declaring the cauſes of their deaths, 
or withouttelling their names. They conſtrained the king and his youn 
bretheren, tobee aſsiſtant at thoſe ſpeQacles. Belidesthar, the Duke of Gui/e 
many times for a paſtime, after hisdinner,cauſed ſomeofthoſe whom hee moſt 
hated ofthepriſoners, tobee brought foorth, and hanged out at his chamber 
windowes, Slee: T 

The Barron de Chaſtelnaw,made a maruellous proces againſtthoſe of Guiſe, 

and the Duke de Nemours, they beeing preſent, thereby made the Chauncel- 
lor ſtand ill, and all amazed, that dealt inthoſe affaires againſt his conſcience, 
and appealed fromtheſentence giuEagainſt him before God: the like did moſt 
of allthe reſt, tothe greataſtoniſhing ofall theaſsiſtants, perceiving a moſt in- 
uincibleconſtancicinall thoſemen: butneitherthe ſtout courages ofthe pri- 
ſoners, noryet thecriesof both great and ſmall, that as then were preſent ar

ſhalt reuenge our cauſe, 

Among the priſoners, that after the Barron ſpake moſt boldly vntothe 


of the Char... Chancellor, there weretwo, the onenamed Picard, the other Cape, thar 


ſhewed him hisperegree, from one poynt tothe other : but the laſt of them 
ronched him ſo neare vntorhe heart, that with griefethereof, the poore Chan- 
cellour fell ſicke, wherein hee continually ſighed and murmured to himſclte, 
tormenting his bodie inmoſt ſtraunge manner: forthart all crooked & aged as 
hewas,yctheftirred his bodie with ſuch force, that hemadethe bed to ſhake, 
with greaterforcethenayoung manof luſtie yeares could doo. The Cardinall 
going to viſit him, his paines beganne to increaſe, and perceiving him a farre 
of, heecried out and ſaid : Ha, ha, Cardinall,thou haſte made vs allro bedam. 
ned. But whenthe Cardinal wentneare him,ſaying vnto him, that the wicked 


is welldonenow (fald hee) and fo turning his backe, preſently Joſt his 
peech :inhisgreatrorments manytimes, lamenting the death of the Coun- 
cellour ds Bourg. Behold how the chiefeand principall condemners of thepri- 
ſoners in Amboiſe was taken, and firſt executed vpponthe ſcaffold, ofthererri- 
ble and manifeſt iudgements of God.

the Parliament. He had a Chancellour named _A4 maury Bouchart, Maiſter of 
Requeſts vntotheking, who from the beginning, had beene very carnclt to 
mooue himto hearken vnto thedeclarationsand requeſts, daylic made vnto 
him from all the parts of the Realme: butthis Bouchart hauing heard that the 
enterpriſe made againſt Zy9n5by 444ligny, had taken an other etfeQt then he ex- 
peed, wrote ſecretly vnto the king, deliring him to ſeparate the Prince of 
Conde, fromrhe king of Navarre his brother, becauſe that without ceaſing hee 
neuer left off to ſolicitehim,todoodiversthings againſt his Maicſties officers, 
as alſototroublethe Realme, atthe onely inſtance of ceraine Zutherians and 
Preachers, that came from Genera, wherevnto hee ſaid, his maifter would by 
no meanes hearken, but thar it was to bee feared, that inthe end, by long and 
importunateſute, he would diuert him : whereof hee ſaid, hee could not 
chuſe but aduertiſe his Maieſtie, whoſe moſt humble,narural, and faithful ſub- 
_ hee was, and alwaies would bee, as alſo one of the Miniſters of his iu- 
ice. BSD 
Hee wrote otherletters of the ſame effeQ vnto the Cardinall, promiling 
him by wordof mouth, tocertific him of certaine things of great importance, 
which as then hee durſt not write : and ro conclude , 'hee promiſed him 
the meanes, to gine him intelligence, how and in what ſort hee ſhould | 
deuiſe and frame proces againſt the greateſt Lords of the Realme, Speaking 
of Geneua, hee ment Theodore de Beza, whomthe King had expreſlely lent for, 
by the counſell ofthe ſaid Bowchart himſclfe , to meete withdivers other nora- 
ble perſonages, from allthe parts of Framce, whoſe aduile, ſpecially of Beza, 
was, inany ſortto procure that the concluſionof Fontarnbleas, touching the 
aſſembly of the Eſtates ſhould bee obſerued, and fully executed. But that ad- 
uiſe was not followed, and that rouching Bezs, heereturned with greatdaun- 
gerofhis perſon, bauing begunto preach publikely in Nerac, where theking 
of Navarre in perſon was aſsiſtant. Some were of opinion, that 1armar, who 
had wholly withdrawn himſelfe fromthe Princes, with $, Foy his brother, be- 
fore rhat Lieftenant ofthe company of launciers, belonging tothe Prince of 
Conde, had praQtiſed with Bouebart to write thoſeletters., 


The Princes giuing credite vnto the kings word, and vpon the proteſtations 7}, qeter... 
and promiſes made vnto them by his Agents, and among others,the Cardinal mine to gore 
of Bourbon his brother, ſent expreſſely vntothem,acceprtedrhe Kings offer,and be kyng,. 


haning writre vntotheking;thatthey would ridero Orleans with a imalltraine, 
beforethe aſſembly ofthe Eftates ſhould bee prepared. And beeing at Limoges, 
they werepreſent!y viſited by diuers Lords and Gentlemen, tothe number of 
ſeven oreighthundreth, well mounted andarmed at all poymes : theymade 
them offer of ſixethouſand, fooremen out of Gaſcon, & PoitFon, muſteredand 
reaeie to march, 4000. both on horſe and ſfoore, out of Zangneder, and-as 
many or more out of Normandie': with ful aſſurance of the good willes of moſt 
pare ofthe men at armesor ſaunciers, and preſents of mony, ſoit wovIdpleaſe 
the king of Nazarye, to declare himſelfe ProteQtor of the. King and of the 
Realme, againſtthe houſe of G#iſe.

comming,with many thankes and promiſes;moſt earnefſtlyroimploy himſclte 
inthe Parliament, forthe good and benetit of all the Eſtates of France, 1 bey 
hauing ſhewed him many reaſons for the ſame,anddelired thatat theleaſt,the 
Prince of Conae might ſay behinde,therebyrto hold theirenemies inſuſpence: 
heanſwered, thatthcir innocencic (houldiuffice, that it was noealic maiter to 
putthe Princes of the blood rodeath, that it theirliues weretaken away, they 
would receive theirdeaths withpatience : that God had meanes (ufficiemto 
deliuerthe Realme of France, whichthart they (ſhould beethe caule ctihe !ofle 
and ruineofſomany honef} men,that deſiredio ioynewiththem.

The Prince their Gouernour, beeingentered therein aboutthe twelfth 
of the ſame month, and received with honour by the principall Citizens, 
adaertiſed them, thatthe king would make his entrie therein, vppon the (e- 
uenteenth day enſuing, which rerme beeing prolonged for the ipace of one 
day, vppontheeighteenth hee made his enteric. T he troupes of the Towne 
being 11 number about foure thouſand men, to whom they had reſtored their 
armes, onely their Baſtianadoes : theprincipall Cittizens following in good or- 
der, and all the ftreers hanged with Tapiftrieand other hangings. 

Theking beheld all thoſe troupes paſsing along through the Subburbes, 
which beeing reentered intothe Towne, hee mounted on horſebacke,riding 
vndera Canapie of cloth of Gold, and ſowent ſtraight vnto the Church : and 
being on the way, his horſe ſtumbled.in ſuch maner, that he had ſurely fallen, 
if he had not preſently binrelieued. Afterdinner, althetroupes went to meer 
the Queene, wholikewiſe made an honourable and braueentrie : butthoſe of 

Gaiſe wereatneither of both, fearing (as ſomeſay) romeere with ſomedeſpe- 

rate ſellow that might hurtthem: becauſe a Magicianin Rome had ſhewedthe 

Cardinall, that both hee and his brother ſhould die a violent death. 

The Euen before all Saints day, becingrhelaſt of Otober, the Princes -,, ,,-;ual 
truſting totheir innocencies, and repoſing themſelues vponthegraceof God, of the Prin- 
towhomthey recommended themſclues,as alſocauſed althoſe ofthe religion ce: m Orle- 
by praiers todoothelike, arriued at Orleans, and paſt fromthe beginning of the «»;,and bow 
pate, vntilthey cametothekingslodging, inthe Eftappe, through diuers ſoul- /57 vere re- 
diers, all fooremen, ranged along inrankesſo cloſe togither, all armed, that ©'** 
all thatlong way ,notany mancould paſſebetweenethem. Not one Courtier 
nor Townes-man ſtepped foorth to meere them, onely the Cardinall de Bowr- 
bon, and the Prince dela Roche Surzon, who by expreſle licence, had obtained 
thar fanovr, receiued them.

The king of Nazarre according tothe cuſtome, deſiring to enter on horle- 

backe viithinthe Court Gate, was put backe-with a rude aunſwere, that the

The ſumme of his Ocation,after many and great commendations, vt- 
tered inthe behalfe ofrhe Queene-mother, wasto Ck the principall cau- 
ſes ofthe aſſembly ofthe Eftates, not todealein any thing touching the refor- 
mation of religion, whichcannot erre: but ratherto ſolicite and commaund 
the Miniſters ot the ſame, duly andrruly to execntetheir charges, and nor to 
permitany other religionthenthat of Rome :wherevppon hee madea long in- 
ueQion againſtthoſe of the religion, & ſuchas haddelired Churches: ſaying, 
that hee which had beenethe meſſenger and preſenter of their requeſt, (ina 
manner openly an, 1 ve Admiral, ſetrightagainft, and face to face with 
thac Orator) oghtto be holdE & declaredan Hereticque, & againſt him,as be- 
being one, they oghtrto proceed ,accordingtotherigor both of cannG 8 ciuil 
| lawes : thereby rorootethemiſchiefeout of the heart of France, Hee compa- 
redrhoſe of the religion vntothe A 1ian:&the LordsthatfauoredthEtothe 
Traitor Gainasin thetime of _ZHrcadins, vicd all hiseloquence toprooue thean- 
_— of the Romith religion, andrhat thoſe of thereligionin France , were 
diſperſed people, andſuch as ſoughtto inducean 4narchie, wholly vnworthie 
of any ſupporror good intertainment, requiringrthe prohibition of all bookes 
not allowed by the Doors of the Sorboniſtes: concluding therewith, tode- 
firethatallthoſe ofthe religion might bee wholly rooted out and extingui- 
ſhed : whichdone, hee directed his ſpeech vmothe king and his mother, ma- 
king requeſtforthe maintaining of the perſons and goods ofthe Cleargic, for 
their eleCtions, for theobſeruationsof the ancient Cannons, for che exempri- 
on of Tithes, contributions, and cotifations , wherevppon bee made almoſt a 
whole houres worke. Laſtly, hee pleaded withoutrequeſt, forthe Nobilitic, 
forthe third Eftate, for the gouernment of iuſtice: and to conclude, madea 
long diſcourſe of the inſticutionofaking. |

' Notlong after,the Prince of Conde recalled vntothe Court,came from1s 
Fere, to Fontainbleau, andthenextday after his arriuall , entred intocountell, 
vponthethicteenth'of March, wherein preſence of them all,the king declared 
that hee had beene ſufficiently certified of his innocency , permitting himto 
make a ſecond declaration thereof at the Court of Parliament in Parr: 
whither , not long after , the Prince went. Onthe other ſide, the King of 
N aaarre , complainedrothe Ports , touching the Duke of Gviſe, 
that was preferred both before himſelfe andthe Conſtable , andproceeded ſo 
farrerherein , that both he, and thereſt ofthe Princes of the blood, withthe 
Conſtable and diners Noblemen, beganto preparethemſeluesto depart out of 
the Court : but ſhe perceinedrthatto be ablowe wherewith to abate her go- 
uernment , by the Cardinall of Towrnons meanes , ſheeſent forthe Conſtable, 
commanding him expreſly from the King,thathe ſhould nordepart fromthe 
Court.

taine muskersatthe Rurters : but they fortheir paines,had their rowne ſpoy- 
led and burnt bythe Runers and Lanſquenetrs. Onthe other ſide, thecompa- 
Ny of the Marſhal of Saint 4mdre,ouerthrew and ſpoyledthehouſes ofthoſcof 
thereligion, within and about Auxerre. | 
Vppon Munday, beeing the eleuenth of May, 1562. thoſe ofthe Romiſh Newer:. 
Church in Newers, hauing takenarmes, brought in certaine Gentlemen of the 
countrie,and among orhers,Chnemonand Chills hat ceaſed vponthe mo 
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and withinthreedaies after, beganneto fall vpponthoſe otthe religion: and 
onenamed [a Fayette, comming thither vppon the 23. of the ſame month, 
| beganneto forrage, !'is Souldiers openly ſelling their Hoſtes goods. Hee caſt; t 
the Miniſters in priſon, rebaptiſed the children, reitzerated marriages, draue ] 
out ſuch as pleaied him, and cleanſed their houſes of all that could bee found: t 
therein, Belides that, heeand Chewenon committed infinit pillages vpponthe WW þ 
boares paſsing by it, -and vnder pretence of acertaine commils1on or judge- 
ment giuen in Parris, 14 Fayertecealed vppon divers immooueable goods, and C 
being wel laden witha praye,torhe valewe of fortieor 50, Crowns,heretired: c 
vnto his houſe in 4 wwergne. Atthe ſametime, three or foureotthe religion: 0 
were executed within Neuers, andone of the Miniſters died miſerably, (but: 'f 
yercoſtarly)inpriſon.theorher miraculouſly eſcapedaway. The like entertain! fi 
mee was giuentothoſe of thereligi6 in Corbizn;calledsS. Leonard,atowne in al 
Ninernois,moſt ſtrangely forraged by Noy/at, Marſhall of dela FayettescGpanyt, th 
Anthmy Doyuet, Lieftenant of Saint Pierre le M onftier, Liefenant ds Boys, and cl 
rheKnight of Chaſtillon in Bazois, T hey ſlewe Monſieur de Mex,aGentlemi not, 
farre fromthence, much affected tothe religion, ashee well ſhewed it, dying re 
moſt conſtantly, beeing wounded with many Piſtolle ſhottes. Notlong after, fu 
thoſe murtherers were ſurpriſed, and the Towne taken of aſcalade, made by he 
Captaine Blanay, whoſeſouldiers vied thepeople very courteouſly : but brake to 
downethe [mages, andthe Popiſh Altars: reeſtabliſhing publikeexerciſe of tet 
thereligion, which continued thereinafterthe ediCt of pacification. T hoſe vil 
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ofthe Romiſh Church in Antrain, by theſolicitation ofa Prieſt, named Eſtiene 
Blondelet, had determined todov woorſethentheir companions of CYrxerre; 
but vpponthe xwwelteof December they were pomar-o by Captaine Bloſſet; 
whovaliantly ſurpriſedthe Towne, and gaue ſuch an alarmeto thoſe conſpi+ 
rators,thatthe chiefe of them leaped ouerthe walles, ſomehidderthemſelues, 
andthereft having diſcouered the emterpriſe, which was to maſlacre all thoſe 
ofthereligion: Blondelet and another murinous fellowe, named /e Dangerenx, 
were hanged. A Bourguignon,named LM onſicur deTrouan,that came into France 
tofiſhintroubled waters as others did, rhoughtto playe the warriour, and td 
aſſayle {ntraine, but having loſt part of his men, heeretired with ſhame: and 
not content therewith, ſeckingto reuenge himſelfe, was ſlaineby Blanay ina 
CErtaine encounter. | ; 
Monſieur d1ſſertienx, called by thoſe of [a Charite, profeſsingthereligion, 
inthemoneth of Aprill 1562. by commonconſent of allthe Towne was eſta- 
bliſhed Gonernour thereof, Cheuenon, Achon, and others,did what they could 
ro enter therein, burthey werealwaies drinen away: butintheend, la Fayette 
belieged it, having the great Priorof Auvergne for his Lieftenant, & by means 
ofadiuiſionthat happened among the Inhabitants, the Towne was yeelded 
by compoſition, with ſufficient aduantage for thoſe of the religion: bur the 
firſt thing thatthegreat Priordid, was to take 7ſertiewx by the boſome, from 
whom was pulledthe counterpaine ofthe agreem ent : his armour, and one 
of his horſes. Which was done vponthe 10. of Inne. Certaindaies & months 
enſuing, thoſe ofthereligion werepilled and ranſacked, inſo many and dives 
kindes,by la Fayette, that they werenotable to paye any more: to whom no- 
thing waseithertoo horte, or too heauie, asalioby his company, the Liefte- 
nant and certaine Councellours of Saint Pierre lecMonſtier, months ow 
ikewlle,

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likewiſe, Inthe moneth of February, 1563, the Duke of G#i/e (ent three com- 
nies of Lanciers thither corefreſhthem : but thoſe ofthe Towne, and the 
theeuesthemſelues, doubting tobe pilled, ſhutrte the Gates, which put the 
Lanciers in great furie: whotoreuengethemſelues, viedgreatcructkiesabour 
the Towne, onthat ſidethat bordereth vppon Zeryy, agaiaſtthoſe of thereli- 

' gion.drawing ſomeof themattheir horſestailes, 

The third of March, Capraine Boys, Bloſſet, and Blan, ſcaled and tooke l« 
Choite, which the threecempanions aforelaid ſoghttorelicue, butthey were 
conſtrained toretire, Within three daies after, C aptaine Boys ſtaying therein, 
onely with {ixtieſenen ſouidiers, kept the Towneagainſtanarmicot three or 
four thouſand men, both horſe and foote, and fixeficld peeces, where heſu- 
ſtained the liegeeightdaiesrogither, without loſſeof any man, having ſlaine 
abuue foure (coreof the aflaylants, conſtrainedthereſt to leaue the ſiege, to 
theirno ſmal confuſion :in ſuch ſort, that by the edict of pacification, the exer- 
ciſe of the religion remained within {s Charite. : | 

Many (mall Townes inthoſe quarters were much moleſted, ſpecially in ,., aftiflon 
reſpeR: ofthe religion : as Bomy,Co/ne,Nenfui, and others : burmoſt of all Cha- 5, 7c. 

fullon $ ur Loire, which having withſtood many difficulties, and ſpoyled of all 
her commodities by theeues and rouers, (beeing but poorekeepers of vines) 
todefendthemſcluesagainſtthe violences of ſuchas deſired the loſle and ex- 
termination oftheir lives. And having fortified their little Towne (not ha- 
viog any ditches) as well as they might, vpponthe fift of January they ſuſtai- 
ned an afſault flew ſevenor tinks hunereth men of the Regiment of A onſicur 
d Prie, Gouernour of Cuyen, that ſonghtro put himtothe ſword, hurting di- 
vers others, the mendefending themſclues by throwing ſlones, andthe wo- 


men with hotre water, which they caſt —_ the aſſayJants, 


Inthe month of February, 4 onterud Gouernour of Berry, bakeged them; 
and wich cannon ſhotte beate downetheir feeble walles, yet could henot en- 
ter, but by warlike means, that vnderpretence ofparlcy, he withdrew his bat- 
tery, which lay in ſuch ſorr, that hee could doolittle good therewith, and ha- 
uing placedthem in better order, he commanded anew bridgeto be made,and - 
thereat entered by force : where nokinde of crueltieswas ſpared, neyther vp- 
pon women, norchildren, ode nor young,nonot ſo much as againſt women 
pen with childeandreadiero bee delivered. The Townebeeing pilled and 
poyled of all wharſoeuerit had, euentotheboltes, lockes, barres and glafle- 
windowes of the houſes, which notwithſtanding, aſſ oone as Mantersdsarmie 
was departed, thoſeofthereligion that hadeſcaped, returned thither againe, 
and reeſtabliſhedrheexerciſcof religion. - | 
The Towne of Caen Sur Loire, maintained it ſelſe longtime in peacedu- Guyes ſar 
rinzthetroubles, onely bythe meanes ofthoſe of thereligion, being the ſtron- Lowe. 
peſt uu withinthe T owne, but the diſorder committed by. divers -Captaines 
and ſonldiers,ſentthicher from Or/cansby the Prince to refreſh themlelues,and 
theraking of Bourges,reduced things to ſuchaftay,tharmoſt of thoſe ofthereli- 
gi6,forſooke bot rr rn, es goodstogo toOrleumwhere as theche 
plagne was very rife. The campe of Triunmirat, notlong after arrived before

Montargis, belonging tothe Ladie Renee, daughterto Lois therwelfe,Du- 
ches Dowager of Ferrare, was the retrait of divers families ot thereligion: not- 
withſtanding therhreatnings ofthe Dake of Gui/e, ſonneinlawetothe ſ2yde 
Ladie, who lentthither one Aalicormeanew Knight of the Order, toceaſe vp- 
ponthe Towneand Caſtle, with fourecompanies of horſe, who being entered 
inrothe Towne, moouedthe people againſtrhoſe of thereligion, in tuch ma- 
ner, that at thattimea poore man wasflaineand caſt into the water, as before 
thattimelikewiſcrhey had killed a woman, and commirted cenaine outrages: 


and alicorne continuing in his boldnefle, proceeded fo tarre, as 10 threaten 


the Ladie with cannon (hotte tobarrer her Caftle, wherein weredivers of the 
religion, whom hee pretendedroranſome: butthe Princeflemzde himan an« 
ſwere; ſaying charge you looke what enterpriſe you rake in hand, for rhat 
thereis notany man whatſoever, withinthis Realme,that can commaund me;

Thoſe ofthe RomiſhChurch, withinthe Towne ofS. lehnsde Nemenrs,in 
the mouth of Tune, did ſomuch, that theydraue thoſeof thereligion out of 
their Towne, not permitting anyofthemroenter, vntillthepeaceconc}uded, 
rayling*6fextreame impoſirzons vppon their goods, that were openly ſolde 
for ſmall prices. Not long beforethey had vied al{the meanes they could (by 
counſell of ſome Trairors )to bring certaintroupes of ſouldiers intorhe rowne 
ro maſſacrethe people, but their enterpriſe tookeno effet, 440rſieur 2c Aton- 
tarebeing come to Aoulrus in Bourbonnais, with-commiſsion,! herein to vſe all 
hard and extreamedealing rowards thoſe of the religion : firſt, without any 


forme of laweor proceſle, hee cauſedrwo Artificersto be hanged; and percet 


ving himſelfeto be ſtrong of men, drane all ſuch as heeany thing doubted out 
ofthe Towne: which done, hee ganehis troupes leaue toiſſuefoorth, andto 
ſlaynllthoſerhar by any means werefound inthe fields, viing alkind of ſtrange 
dealings and extremities, vntothe hoviſes and farmes lying abour it. Captaine 
Saint A#ban, tharledcertainetroupes out of Languedoc to Orleans, tailed not 
muchrotakeborh aromare, andthe Towne of Menliss,and as hedetermined 
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to beliege it, hee receiuedlerters, that cauſed himto make hafte way, - At his 
departure from thence, the Towneſ-meniſſued vpon his rereward, andtooke 
Morſienr de Foulet, a Gernleman dwelling not farre from thence, and his Lac- 
quey, with a Councellour named Claude Briſon, that wereall three flaine.

Thelcuenand twentieth of May, 1562: the Counte de Aontgommery, ac- 
companied vith fixe ſcorehorles, entered into Zourges, wherein-many lecret 
conſpiracies were viedandexecuredagaiaſtthoſeot rhe religion, and kepr it 
forthe Prince; bringing from thence greatſummes of mony, forthe payment 
ofthe Souldiers vnder the Princes condutt:taking the: great Tower likewiſe 
into his cuſtodie. Inthe month of Iuneafrer, Monſieur de Inoy was lent thither 
by the Prince, with twothouſand focte, to prouideforallthings neceſlarie a;

Thoſe of thereligionthat had ſtrengrthnedthem withinthe T own-houſe, 
and in certain other places, defendedthemſelueswith grearcourage,and made 
diners allies, and ifrreaſon haddenot beene wrought againftthemby Capraine 
Saulx,they had gotten thePallace,anddriuen theirenemies out ofthe Towne, 
but he putthem from that : whereof preſentlyenſuedatotallruine. Forihe 
next day beeing the fourteenth \, thoſe of the religion perceiuing that of force 
they muſt die , reſoluedrodefend themſelues , and beſides the peeces thar 
they hadde wirhin the Towne-houſe,wherewiththey abaſhed their enemies;

Thoſe ofthe religion beeing the ftrongeft within Limone , "m__ a Sun- 


day beeing the firſt of March, 1552. about euening, there happened a ſedition, Limonr. 


wherein twoofthe Romiſh Church were ſlaine, and three more vppon the 
ſenenand twenticthof Aprill after, the tumult atthatrimebeing raiſed againe. 


Wherevppon therefell op warre betweene both parts, thoſeof thereligion 
beeing ftrengthed with fi 


icſouldiers thatcame from Foix, withſtood Pomas 
tharcameto aydetheir aduerſaries with tenne companies, and eight hundreth 
Bandoliers,moſt part Spaniards, conduQted by a notable murtherer called Pey. 
rot Toupian. Preſently after the deſolation of T howlouſe, the Parliament ſemrhi- 
ther the Marſhall de Mirepoix, that beſieged and battered the great Towne, 
(which was holdenbythoſeof the religion) with ſeuenteenpeeces of Ariille- 
rie, but all invaine. Wherevppon heedeuiſed another meanes, and vpponthe 


fixreenth of Iuneheentered therein: by reaſon whereof, he execored all kind of 


monſterouscruelties, violating womenand children moft deteſtably withour 
any deſcription of religion. The Miniſter was ſlaine, two Gentlemen and 60.

The fifteeenth of March 1592. boththe parties within Bex#ers, were rea- 
die to come to handie-blowes, and not long atter, the newes of the maſlacre 
of Y aſ/j being publiſhed, thoſe of the religion prouided for their lafctics: and 
haning brought cerraineſouldiers into their houſes, inthe beginning of May, 
the [mages werethrownedowne inalltkeir Churches. Monſter ce 1oyeryfe ale 
liedtothe Conſtable, vſcd all the meanes hee could to ſupprefle thole vtihe 
religion : but Monſiewr de Bandine,appoynted commaunder ouer the troupes of 
thereligion in Zangwedor, while the warres continued, interrupted him: and 
withall, ceaſed vppon Magalasa very ſtrong place, which much anncyed the 
Towne, forced E/piznan, andthere pur moſt part of twocompanics ct Pans 
doliers tothe ſword. 

Tojeuſe followed by fiue thouſand men, foure Cannons, two Colverins, 
twodemy coluerins, and foure field peeces, wento beſicgetheC aſtie of Lig- 
nan, nearetoReziers, wherein were but twelue ſouldiers, with munition one- 


time ſaued themſclues :which doneghe went to.Lezzznar, that held againſtthe 
cannon ſhotte, but at the ſecond aſſault it wastaken :.and batting by compoſt- 
tion taken two.companies of ſouldiersthat kept Montagnac, wnh promile to 
ſave their lines, falſifying his promiſe, hee put toure ofthe principall of them 
tothe ſword. From thence he marched to Pezenas, where Baudire met him, and 
had overthrownehim, ifit had not beene forthe treaſon of the Meiſter of his 
campe, who ſerthings in ſuch bad order, that ZBauaines troupes were thelelues 
in daunger to bee put tothe ſword: and there hee loſt one hundreth, or an 
hundreth andewentieſouldiers. T his Marſhall not long after dying in CMont- 
Peſlier, confelled to have receiued five hundreth Crownes of Monſieur de 1ozeuſe 
beforetheencounter, with promile of twiſe as much more. T his loſſe,andthe 
ſeparation of the troupes being much more, produceda parley, wherin Jojeuſe 


madeſo many goodly offers, that they ſuffered him to enter into, Pexenas: but l 
beeing entered, hee ſhewed them what hee ment, killing certaine hurt ſoul- le 
diers and Inhabitants, that could not ſerue inthe warres. His crueltie cauſed b 
him ro looſe Beziers, where whenhe thoghr to enter, he foundaface of wood, WM -»1 
and thoſe of Beziers readie infield, that forced and burnt Zi2nan, having ouer- ci 
thrownetwocompaniesthar keptit.

diers : thardone, they heard newes of the battell of Preux, ſo that asthen it was 
neceſſarie for them to looke better to the ſafetic of the place, ſothat — 
brought victualles out of all places intotheir Towne,they tooke Seruianby al- 
ſau't, torcedthe Garriſon of Caſowls:by meanes of Monſieur Cruſſol, theytooke 
order wichin it to end certaine controverſies that roſe betweene thoſe of the 
Towne, and certaine ſtrangers, wherevppon it happened, that onewithinthe 
Towne, moued that they had drinenhis companions out ofthe place,meeting 
<A nthony Duchemin, a DoQtor of Philicke, aman of great learning and indge- 
ment, (vppon the Rampiers) threwe him ouerthe wall, whereot heedied, to 
the great griefe ofallthe Towne : the murthererſauing himſelfin theenemies 
campe. Theſerhings happened in themonthes of Tanuary and February, and 
in the beginning ot March: vpontheſeuenteenth day oftheſame month Cap- 
raine /a Coſte, commaunding within Beziers, tooke / illenenfue les Beziersby al- 
fault. Preſently after peace being made, the Garriſons that laye about Beziers 
retired, and the Towneremained in quiet, inioying theexerciſeof the religi- 
on, whichnotlong after, Marſhall de Danwille tooke from them, 
Thoſe of the religion in Montpeſlier vnderſtanding what had paſt in Thos. CMontpeflie 
louſe and elſe where, madethemſelues the ſtrongeſt-rorthern came Bandine,Gril- 
le, Bouillargues,Thouras,and Montuallant,that enterpriſedto beſiege Frontignan: 
but there hee found a hard partie: /oyeuſegoingthitherto ayde them, was re- 
pulſed by Bowllargues andGrille: but inthe meanetime,two fregates of Provin- 
ciers entered intorhetovine: whichconftrained Baudineto return vnto Mont - 
feſlier, where hee found warre, cauſing the Subburbes to bee raiſed, thar in a 
manner ereas greatasthe Towne: by which meanesthere were zo. Chur- 
ches throwne done. This beating downe ofthe Subburbes was a great diſ- 
commoiditierothe enemie, that were conſtrained to incampe a French league 
fromthe Towne, where they aſſayled an olde Tower without flancards, and 
conſtrained certaine Harquebvuſiers that were within it to ſanethEſelues, with _ 
promiſe of their lines: butatrheir comming foorththey flewethem all.

Alltheletroupesioyned rogither,minded to ayde S. Gules, and made 
in all, ſix hundreth horſe, andeight hundreth foote, & departing from Ni/mes 
vponthe 27. of September,abour haltea mile from $.Gilles,they ſurpriſed three 


horſemea of Provence, wherofthey ſlew two,and ſaving the third, by himthey 


vnderſtood the diſorder ofthe enemies Camp, by which ineanes , they ſer for- 
ward, and becingdiſcouered,the army of Suze and Sommerine, both Capraines 
and ſoldiers began to flie, with thegreateſt fearethat ener was heard. Bounillare 

wes in ſtead of going ſtraight to S.Gules,beganto fer vpon thoſe that fled, where 
fn founde noreſiſtance , but had worke inough to kill them at his pſeaſure: 
not one ofthem onceturning his face : Grille onthe other ſide, charged them 


likewiſe: in ſuch ſort,that there were flain and drowned to the number oftwo

T his report put the Prieſts and Chanons in ſuchfeare,that they fledde to

Wherevppon the newes of peace enſued : and in the beginning of Maye, 
there fellſocruella hayle, that came three times euery eight dayes, and beare

' fruitenorgreenhearb be ſeen inallthe Countrey, nomoretheninthe middle 
of winter. The Chanons of Pamiers,to whome the common people impu-

Aboutthethirtieth of Aprill, I onſeeur de T awanes came out of Burgongnt, Lyonnic.

All the Goates being killed and caſt vnto the dogges, by the Country Pe- Lyon:be- 
ſants, forthe ſpace of a moneth , while Monſieur de T avanes had that great #244 
company togither, he had many braue $kirmiſhes about Zyons: wherebythe 
re Gy urſt not ſette their vines but/in Gardens bordering vppon the 
Towne. But becauſe T avarespleaſednortthe Triumuirar, they ſentthe Duke 
de Nemonrs for Generall ofthe Armie , with a great number of horſes , and 
the Rutters ofthe Counte Rockenaolfe. | | 
T avanes not knowing how todiſcharge himſelfe of thediſpleaſure he had 
procured , by hisafaires about Lyons , was exceeding glad ofthe arriuall of 
the Duke de Nemovurs : and therevppon, vnderafaineddiſcontentment , pre- 
ſently withdrewe himſelfeinto his gouernment of Burgongne., | 
Nemours with all his forccs , went into Vienne , which hee hadde by 
intelligence , and while hee ſoiournied there , viQtualles beganne to bee 
ſcarce with them of Zyons , Wherevppon Soubize called Des 4 drets, and 
the Prouinceaux, that thereby hee might bee ſtrong inough to keepe the.

ans vnto Sowbize, delivered it into the handes of the Marſhall de Briar, who 
therein having foundaletner fromthe Admirall, where among other thinges.

toyes of his braine, and entertaine him, leaſt of aninſolent perſon, they ſhould 
make himrobecome madde and without ſence: wherevpponin all haſte hee

wmeares A led, but Soubize going rothecampe,thenextday after that S.Serrwin had ſpoken 
drets ieft 194 to Adrets, preſernly perceiued ſome alteration, which in time he provided for: 
parrie oth; 2nd fromthattimelening ſometo watch CA drets, they preſently dilcouered 
relg'0% hisintent,who by meſlengers hauing comunicated with theduke de Nemoars, 
andthen (peaking with him perſonally, brake vp hisarmic. Nemours, who al- 
readie made account to polleſle Lyons & Dauphinois,went nearer vntothetown, 
and by skirmitſhes ſought ro impeach the Towne of victuals: vponthe moun- 
taineof T arare heeoverthrewe 80, horſe, that came from 0zleansio Lyon; :and 
onthe other (ide, ſtretched foorth his armesto gripe Rowansand Y alence, But 
becauſeit wasrequilitero beare all his bodie thither, thinking to come 11me 
ynoughtointrappe Lyons, ſeeking tro gripe onermuch in one hand, he loftthax 
hold hee had, For marching ſtraightto / ienne withall his armie, Soubize that 
ſlept nor, preſently made ſo many mentoiſſucouttoferchcorne from Dombes,:

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They ſware and advowed a focietie, and Jynace being beheaded, they made 
certaine voyages to Parris, Kome,and Jernſalemandiniheend wentio Yemice, 
wherethey continued certaine yeares. Andperceiuing themſelues to haue 
many followers, went to #ome,where they beganneto make open protelsj. 
onottheir order, among otheratticles, chietely promilingwwothings :- the 
one,that their principall intent was,to preach the word of God vnto the Pas 
ans:toconuert themtothe faith; the other, treely toreachall chriſtians the 
jieoflearning: and ro accommedate their name vnto their deuvtionss 
theycalled themiclues religious perſons of thelocietie of Jeſus: preſenting 
themſclues vato Pope Pawlthe third, ofthe houſe of Ferneſe,aboutthe you 
of our Lord, 1540, arthe ſametimethartthe Almaines began to arme them» 
ſcluesagainſt thealteration of religion, and becauſe one otthe principal} dib- 
purations of the Almaines, was touchingthe authoriticofthe Pope, whom 
Martin Luther ſought todeface , they with acornrary profeſsion ſhewed, 
that their firſt vow was roacknowledgethe Pope tobeaboucalecarthly po- 
wers, and abouethegenerall Councelles, andthe vniuerſallChurch. The 
Pope; who at the firſt made doubr toallow them, and after, had permitted 
them tonamethemiclues religious, but with charge that they ſhould not 
exceed the number ol (ixtie perſons, beganto hearken tothis promiſe, and 
ro openthe gaterotheir devotion: and atter him, Pope 7«{wsthe third, vnill 
Pope Pau{the fourth named T keatin, the firſt Promoter ofthat order,autho» 
riſed them fully. and wholly , with many and great priuiledges. 
Now theiraffaires proceeding in this fort, itchancedthat the Biſhop 

of Cleremont, Baſtard tothe Chancellour ds Prat, begantobearethem ſome 
affeQtion, andſought ro plant that order in Pazris, whither hee broughe 


Paſquier Brouet, withthree or foure others, They attheir comming, lodged 
themſelues quietly in a chamber inthe Colledge of Lombards;and afterthar, 


eſtabliſhed their habitation inthe houſeof Cleremont in Harp-ftreer, by the 
permiſsion of himthat firſt bronght them into France, celebrating their Maſ- 
ſesand prayers vpponthe Sundares and other Feſtiuall daies, in a Chappell 
that ſtanderhatthe emrie imotheCharzreax, And perceiving thattherr af- 
faires beganne to take effeQ, they preſented themſclues divers times be- 
forethe Count of Parliament,that there order might be authoriſed by them, 
Butthe Atturney general! named Bru/art, oppoſed himſelfe againſt their re- 
queſts: not that hee fauoured notthe Catholicque religion, but for that a- 


boueallthings, hee doubred and feared ſuch novelties, as mother of many | 
errors, ſpecially inreligion. Wherevppon hee ſhewed them, thar if their 


hearts were wholly eſtraunged from worldly care, they might without in- 
during any new order, content themſclues withthe auncientprofcisions of 
Saint Benet, Clugny, Cifleanx,Grandmont, Premonſlreand others, approoued by 
divers Councels, or withthefoure orders of begging Fryers. The Court 
not content with thoſe oppoſitions, wold not ſeemto be opinious of then- 
ſelues,bur forthe ſame cauſe hadrecourſe vntothe facultie of Dinines, who

butin their retrair they found theſeluesin a new miſchief: for $ hating given 
charge & expreſle noticeroal ſtrongtowns,& other places therabours, nor 
toreceiue any that fled, whatſoener liuerie hebare, vpponthe vaine hope 
they hadto hauethe viRtorie. The Peſants made havocke ofthe,in ſuch ſort 
thathtroupes led bythe Viſcountes & others,ariued at Orleans, % <dliceined 
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Martinenzhe, RichelieuatheMonke,& other leaders participants with the duke 

of Aniou,who before that, vied torunneeuentothe gates ofthe Towne, to 

ſceke ſomelodging further off, and ro keepe themſelues in covert, and not 
contentingthemſclues to have driuenthem away, followed them : which 

. done,they marchedtowards Blois,where Richelien with eight hundreth men

armes,and goods ſaued : neuertheleſle; the Gaſcons not contenting them- 

ſeluesto vie blowes, made ſuch meanes,that Rrcheliens ſouldiers were forthe 

moſt part ſpoyled of allthey had, what meanes ſoeuerthe horſemen madeto 


impeach them. T he Prince vnderſtanding thearriuall ofthoſetroupes from 


Gaſcon and Dauphine, ſertthem word to bee in areadinefle : and to thoſe of 


Orleans,thatthey ſhould prouide powder, bullets, andthree or foure batte- 
The ſiege of Ting peeces. Alterthat, he ſent three thouſand horſe,aboue 20.Jeagnes from 


Chartres. thence, to beliege Chartres, a towne of great importance, and one of the 


barnes of the prouiſionofcorne toſerue Parris, which being taken, ferued 
the Prince in{ome ſort, topreſeruetheplacesthat laye behinde him. Mon- 
fieur de Lignierescommannded therein with 22, companies, that wereftreng- 


thened by a regiment of foot, thatlay about 4. mylesfr6thence,that got in- 


to it beforethe Prince hadexecuted his pretence. The manner of this ſiege 
wasdiuers, becauſethePrincehad but 5. peeces of batterie, & 4. {mall col- 
uerins, which did no great matter, ſpecially againſt ſo many ſoldiers as were 
init. Aſoinrwo dates & twonightsthey made ſuch trauerſes and trenches, 
thatno mandurſt forcethem: but it was concluded, thata batterie ſhould be 
made againſt a placethat ſeemed very weake. The Duke of 4niousarmie lay 
on the other ſide oftheriuer of Seine, but would not hazard itſelfe, nor once 


approch the Princes campe,aflayingneuertheleſſe to aidethebefieged, who | 


in fine would have bcentaken. Therforeto refreſhthem, heſent 1 . de ls 
Y alette, a valiant Captaine,with 8. corners of horſe, with charge to ſurpriſe 
ſome ofthe enemies lodgings,to indomagetheir forrages, rocut their vic- 
tals frochem, & ro moleſt & wearie the Princes forces by continual alarms, 


The Duke of Hetoexccute his commiſsion, approached within 4. leagues of the campe, 


Anious (or-lodging very cloſe, from whence he began to make his courſes. The Admi- 
vere ouer- rall being aduertiſed therof, rooke vpon him topreuent it,and as healwaicy 
throwne. yſed tomarch with a good companie, fearing (as he faid)1o looſe thepraye, 
hechoſe 3500. horſe, & departed in ſo good time, that at ſun riſing he found 
himſelfe inthe middle of the quarters of thoſe 16, cornets of horſe,thatwere 
charged with ſuch force, by M. de Novy, that marched beforethe Admirals 
troupes,that divers ofthem being laid vponthe ground, & 4. corners taken 
thereſt were put to flight, a7 elettelodged in the town of Houdan, reafſem- 
bled 4.or 500. horſe, & made reaſonable good retrait: bur aſterthar,neithet 
he,nor any of thereſt of his troupes, would once approachſo neare, fearing

The Prince ſentthe Cardinall de Chaſtillon, with certain 
Gentlemen,to meet withtheQ.Deputies at Loniamean hard by Parris, where 
infewdaiesafccond edi of peace was framed, whereofthe firſt article im- 
ported,that thoſe ofthereligion ſhuld enioy the firſt edit purely & et 
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and that it ſhould bee execured in every poynr and article, according tothe 
forme and tenor, taking away and aboliſhing all reſtrictions, modifications, 
declarations, and interpretations, made {incethe day andGaic therot, vmill 
the publication of this lecond edict, madethethreeandewentierth of March, 
1568. there werediuers other articles inthisedict full of many taire words 
and promiſes. As a good peace was much delired, becing moſt neceſlary, to 
inthe meane time, tew menconlidered well what this might bee: but as if 
the name had liketotheeffect, moſt partot thoſe of thereligion ſtayed

euill will harched inthe king againſtthem:the ſubtilties of the reuerging 
ſpirit of the Queen-mother, the hopes and triumphs propoſed to the Luke 
of Anion, Capital enemictothe Prince: the intents and deuiſes ofthe houſe of 
Guiſe againſt har of Chaſtillon: the furies ofthe Cleargie and the Frenchmen, 
zpainſtthoſe ot the religion: who without waying theſe things, with an in- 
finite number of hers, thovghrtheirſworneenemies would leaue armes 
aſſooneas themſclues. i his inclinationeuil deſiefted, conſtrained the Prince 
andthe Admirall troconſent tothe receiving of paper, perceiving ſo great a 
diſpolirion (ſpecially inthe Nobilitie) ro acceprit : which was as a tempeſt 
that bare them away, not beeingabletoreſiſt ir; Itistrue,thatthe Prince be- 
ing a friend to peace, had likewiſe ſomeinclinationthervnto: butthe 4 dmi- 
rall percciued the infruCtion thereof, and thatthis ediQ was but a ſnare ro 
intrap both great and (mall. Forthatas thencertaine babling Romiſh Catho- 
licques could not refrainto ſay , that thedayoftheir reuenge approached. A 
Gentleman that accompaniedthe Cardinallof Chafti/lon, ſent word that hee 
had oftentimes heard (uch ſpeeches, & perceined agreatindignatis hidden 
inche hearts of ſome of the Deputies for the Queen, & thatthey ſhuld looke 
vnto it :a being a ſigne and foreſhewing ofſome ſiniſter chance, Likewiſe 
there were ſome of the Courr,as wel menas women, who ſometimes gathe- 
red words caſt out vpon theſuddain, that ſent vntotheir kinſmen & triends 
inthe Princes campe, to certifiethem, that without alldovbr they ſhuld be 
deccined,itthey wrought not wiſely, which ina maner was to waken thoſe 
that deſired nothing but to ſleep vpon the ſoft pillow of peace: But wharad- 
viſe ſoeuer wasginE,it was impoſs1blero ſtay thattempeſt of miads,enſuing 
in Maſſe of miſchietes, ſhadowed with the vaile ofaroyall pacification, 

If any manthinkeit ſtraunge, how theſerwo commaunders that had ſo 
much credit with their participants, could not asthen perſwadethe fortheir 
benefits, let them conſider what voluntarie ſouldiers are, and the great de- 
firea man hath roretrurne vmo bis houſe, andthen hee ſhall well perceiue, 
that it is wholly beyond mans power, to ſtaye ſuch as were borne away 


with ſo impituous aftorme of humanepaſsions. Beforethe ſiege was raiſed 7,

pecially thoſethat dwelt farre peace. 
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thoſcofthereligion, could not ſticke vatotheaduiles giuen vntothem, nei. 
ther yertrefuſerhe peace: becauſe their torces beganneto diminiſh, T heir 
reaſon was,tthatthe body of their French forcesſorſakingthem,they ſhould 
beeconſtrained to put themſclues rodetenſiue warre, whichthey eſteemed 
nottobe good for them, ſceingasthenit was inthe month of Match, atime 
when commonly allarmies vie to enter intothe field, to ſeparate the Rut- 
ters, and ſorodiftribute them intheir townes, was as much as to deuoure 
themſelues : and ro incampeina ſtrong place, would beea remediebut fora 
time. Sothat toconclude, they reſolued, that of force they muſt hazard 
that poſted and moſt daungerous peace, which would conftraine thoſe tha 
as thenleft their campe, toacknowledge (bur too late) their tault commit- 
red. Then they could well havedeſired to haue had ſometownes of theal. 
ſurance: but whenthey asked otheraſſurancesthen theEdiQs,promiſes,and 
oathes, the Queene, her ſonnes, andtheir Councellors, caſt fire out of their 
mouthes, crying out and ſaying : that thoſe of thereligion ſoughttodeſpile, 
and not account of the kings authoritie. To be ſhort, an cuill ſhame cauled 
themto receiuea peace in paper, couerture of a bloodic war, which ſtayed: 
not long to ſhew it ſelfe. T he peacebeeing publiſhed inthe Princes campe, 

VVhat ew. Duke John Caſimeir ſpeedily made haſtetoreturne into A/maine with all hi 

{ued of this forces. The Prince, the Admirall,and all the Lords and Gentlemen oftheir 

peace, fide, with their horſe and foote in ſmall troupes, returned to their houſes, 


laying downetheirarmes, A places by them holden for the ſpace 
of ſixe months : thoſeof leaſt confideration, thicking their enemies wold do 

thelike.

might contulttoguher what was expedient torthemrodo, and as heewent, 
there happeaed « ſtraunge and memorablething vnto him:which was,thac 
inthe way tO Auxerre,hard by aviilagecalled Movlin, there is apond, which

nall, vntill his Maioritie, and that hee was not determined to have the E- 
di& made,beforethat rouching thereligion ſhould beany more obſerued. 

For whichcauſes beeing atiainedtothe ſaid ageof Maioritie, hee forebad 
all exerciſe thereof, inthe countries of his obedience: commaunding with- 
out reuocation, that there ſhould be no otherexerciſe of religion, but one- 
ly that ofthe Romiſh Church, vpon paine of loſſe of bodice and goods. And 
vpponthe ſame paine, commaundedallrhe Miniſters ofthe religion, to de- 
part out ofthe Realme, within fifteene dates afterthe publication thereof: 
commaunding neuertheleſſe, rhatthoſe ofthe religion ſhould not in any 
fort = troubled fortheir conſciences, ſorthey would liue peaccably intheir 
houles. 

Attheſame inſtant an other edit was publiſhed, certifying, that from 
thencefoorth, the king intended not tobeeſerued with any offices, beeing 
ofthat profeſsion, from thattime forward diſcharging them ofall theiroft1- 
ces, commaunding themto yeeldethem vpro him within fitteene daies af-

Not long before as in an interview, heeſtood talking with ls Hotte, Puisls, 
perſwading himco yeeld, heſaid:rruſtnot you vntothe Princes nor the Ag. 
mirall, but remember the þatcell, wherein your ſtrong God forſooke you, 
and that atthistime you hauveoccaliontoling : Helpe vs now O Lord,forit 
istime. La Motreanlwered, that forthe loſſeot ſuch a battell, their hope in 
the ſtrong God, (of whoſeaidethey were aſſured) was not diminiſhed, And - 
the next day afterihis parley, was madetheſallic aforeſaid, wherein Pari{ol 
was laine, andatthcir returneintotherowne, they ſung the 50. Plalme, be- 
ginning: The mightie God, ce. And norlong after, Martizucsfelt that the 
ſtrong God is lining,toaydethe weake,and toabatethoſerhatthinkethem- 
ſeluesto be ſtrongerthenhe. 

During this batteric, {a Motte Pwiols,ands, Searin,witheightichorſe,and two 
hundreth foot, made abraucſallie vponthe beliegers court of guard, which 
conſiſted of foure Enlignes: flew fiftie or (izticottheprincipall, wounded 


-agreat number, cloyed lixecoluerins, and burned fifteen barrels of powder 


belonging to the munition: alſo /a Motrecharged rhe Switzers that kept the 
ſorehoule, wherein wereſome hundreth barrels and more: ſlew part ofthe 
Switzers,and (ſcarred the reſt,ſo that had they not made ſpeedetothereſcue, 
allthe powderofthearmie had vaniſhed in ſmoke, The beſieged retired 
with two Enlignes, many driimes & weapons, & great bootie, withoutloſſe 
of any one man, Afterward the furie ofthe cannnon was redou bled, andthe 
belicgers reſolued toabide, but notto fightbut with cannon ſhot, 
inallytheſiege hauing continued tortheſpace oftwo monethes,there, 
was acapitulation ligned withthe kings owne hand, importing,thatthe bes 
lieged ſhould ifſueour, withtheir goods, armes, and horſes, their Enſignes 
wound vp, and that for the ſpace of foure monethes after, they ſþould nor 
beare armes for the generall cauſe of thereligion, that as well ftraungers as 
others, might retire whither they would, with all ſecuritie : and that they 
ſhould be conduQted by Ziron & Coſſeins, Now it remainedthat they ſhonld 
prouide to departthe next day, beingthethird of Decemb.which they did 
every man as well as hee might, In the meanetime,the ficke and wounded, 
theaged, impotent, and women, tooke on mightily, neither wastherea- 
nything heard,but weeping and lamentation, eſpecially at the departure, 
which was about noone.

The king, the Queen, andtheir Councell, perceiving that fincetheloſſe 
receiued before Saint /obn 4 Angely,they foundthemſclues new to beginne, 
determined tobeginneaparley of peace: wherein fortheir part, B/ron was im- 
ployed, with charge (as likewiſe Teljgny, Deputic forthe Princes) to ſay vn- 
tothe Admirall,thatthe king andtheQueen his mother, deſired more then 
euer they did, toreceine him intotheir fauonrs, with many ſuch like words: 
whereof the effects may wellbee ſceninthediſcourſe ofthe yeare 1572.The 
king was greeued thatthecontinuance of warre bereaued him of his plea- 
ſures, ouerthrew the loue and obediencedue vnto him,fouraged his coun- 
tie, diminiſhed his treaſures, and conſumed his forces. His wicked Coun- 
cellours ceaſed not to kindlein his heart the fier ofrancor, and deſire of re- 
venge againſtthe Admirall, his aſſociates, and all thoſe of thercligion , be- 
cauſe of the iourney of Meavx, inthe beginning oftheſecond troubles, and 


_ of fo many reſiſtances as they had made. TheQueenhis mother was much 


offended, becauſerhat fromthe beginning ofthe firſtrroubles, it was diſco- 
uered that her intents wereto rule, and to cauſe the one parttoſpoyle the o-

Onthe other ſide, the Queen of Navarreandthe Admirall,as alſo diuers 
uu Lords of their part, affeQedtothe good of the Common-wealth, and 
oreſceingthatthe ingraftedenemiesthereof,defired nothing but the weak- 
ning ofthe ſame, by the meanes of ciuill warres, thereto ereQt their prafQti- 
ſes, and to openthe wayto their ambitious deuiſes, deſired by an aſſured 
peace toſee ſome end of the miſeries of France :hoping that mens mindesbe- 
ing ſomewhatcooled, good counſel! would beetaken forthe benefit of the 


 Common-wealth, to the vtter confuſion ofthe ſecret and open enemies 


thereof: thedivine prouidence of the almightie God andruler ofthe world, 
direQeth our affaires partly according to ourdeſires, but forthe moſt part, ic 
guiderh all things in ſuch manner, that calling to mind thatwhich paſt after, 
vntilithe death ofthe Duke of Anion, which was Hewrythethird, wee cannot 
marke nor ſay otherwiſe, but thatthe iudgements of God are vnſearchable, 
and that his waies are impoſsibleto beefoundour.

moſt humbly thanking him for his inclination vnto peace. brligny, Beauwais, 
and{a Chaſſetjere, the foure and twentieth of the ſame moneth departed with 
the other Deputies, toridetothe king, and to make ſome good reſolution, 
Mean timethe Ryjnces armie marched along by Zeyguedoc, & hard by Mont- 
feſlier, loſt /a Love Marſhall ofthe campe, a wiſe and valiant commander, but 
then for wantof good aduiſe was ſurpriſed and {laine, with two companies 
almoſt all ſpoyled pert putto flight, and ſome flaine and hurt: the armie ap- 
proching to Rhoſne, the Countic Lodowicke with part of the forces paſſed 0- 
ver it, and in ſhort time the armie had herreuenge forthe lofle of her Mar- 
ſhall, vppon divers commaunders, and Romiſh Catholicqueſouldiers, 0- 
verthrowne and ſlaine divers places and encounters, The principall intent 
ofthe Princes was, to hane ſome Infanterie out of Dauphine, therewith to 
ſtrengthen the body of their armie, as alſothey thoghtto have done in Ga/- 
con & Languedoc, which therethey could not well etfeQ, For whentheſoul- 
diers vnderſtoodthat they ſhould march towards Parris, they ſet beforethE 
the miſeries which they and their companions had indured the laft winter, 
each man ſhunning it asa mortall poyſon, and deſired ratherto ſtay and make 
warre intheir ownecountrie. Yer they aſſembled abouethree thouſand har- 
quebuſiers, determining torravell in all places, which diſpoſed themſelues 
by Regiments: but all on horſebacke. Neceſsitieconſtrained them therevn- 
to, becauſe of the long way,and the rigor of winter, And althoughthatſuch 
manner of riding many times prooued troubleſome, yer it procured profite 

in,that occaſions happening,the footmien found themſelues bulie and

The Admirallbeatenin thoſe affaires,ſceing well, that althovgha par- 
ley of peace wastheninhand, that it would bee very hardto obtainea good 


one, ifthearmic approached not to Parris, knowingalſo that beyond I 
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hee ſhould finde more firength, made him to haſtenthe voyage :-butthegif.

While Coſſeins 
ſtood iumbling atthatdoore, Cornaton ranne vp,and being asked by the Ad- 
micall (who had cauſed theto lift him out of his bed, and in his nightgowne 
had asiſted his Miniſters feruEr prayer, and humbly commended his ſoule 
to his Sauiour Telus Chriſt) wharthatgreat tumult ment, he ſaid : My Lord, 
itis God that calleth for vs, the houſe is entered by force, and there-is no 
meanes of reſiſtance. The Admirallbeganneto ſay: Ir is long fince I diſpoſed 
my ſelfe todie: ſayeyou your (elues it ir bee poſsible, for yon cannot {aue 
my life: I commit my ſoule intothe hands and mercie of God, Preſentlyal of 
them, except hjs [nterpreter forthe Almainetongue, gotvp intothe top of 
the houſe, and hauing found a window toifſue out vppontheroofe, and in- 


_ tothegutters, begatineto ſauethemſelues, but moſt of them were ſlaine in 


thenext houſe:Corndton, Merlin,and oneortwo more eſcaped, and were 
miraculouſly preſerned. Thereſtood foure Switzers vpontheſtaires,wher- 
of one being {laine,the reſt fled as well as they might. The Admirals chaber 
opened, ſeuenor cight menall armed, and with theirtargets enteredinto it, 
and one named Ze/mesſeruant tothe Duke of Gaiſe, with a naked [woord in 
hand wentto the Admirall, offering himthepoynt, wherewith he began to. 
lay: Young man, thou oughteſt toreſpeQt my age and infirmitie, yet ſhalt 
thou not ſhorten my life : with that Be/mes thruſt him into the bodie,and re- 
doubling the blowe-vpon his bead, cuery one ofthe reſt gaue him a blow,in 
ſuch ſort, that he fel vpon theground, and ſo lay gaſping. The Dukeof Gui/c 
and others ſtaying below inthe Court, hearing the blows, asked if they had 
done: commanding the bodieto bethrownout of the window, which was 
reſencly done by Beſmes & Sarlaboux, who tooke him vp & caſt himout:the 
ow he had vpon the head, and the blood conering his face,madetheDuke 
ofGuiſenor wel to know him, ſo y touping down, & wiping bis ſace witha 
handkerchef heſaid: Now Iknow him, itis he:and therwith givinga blow 
with his foote vppon his face beeing dead (whom all the murtherers of

wed by his company, and beganne tocrieaboutthe firceres: Courage fel-

thetwo next dajesenſuing, withinthetown of Parris,and the ſubburbs,was 
eſteemed to bee abouerenne thouſand perſons, Lords, Gentlemen, Papes, 
ſeruants, luſtices of all ſorts, Schollers, Lawyers, Phiſttians, Merchants, Ar, 
tificers, women, maides, and boyes, not ſparing littlechildren inthe cradle, 
nor in their mothers bellies.

TheCourtiers of the kings guard, and ſtraungers that maſlacred the 

Gentlemen, ſaid :thatin one day, by weapon and diſorder, they had ended 
thoſe proceſſes, which pen, paper, ſentences of Inftice, nor open warcould | 
not finde the meanesto execute inrwelue yeares ſpace. Fo 
Thus theſe honorable Lords and Gentlemen proteſtants, ſlaunderouſly 
accuſed of conſpiracieand practiſe apgainſttheking,being ſtarke naked, thin- 
king onely vppontheir reft, ſcarce awake, vnarmed, inthe hands of infinite, 
cruel,craftie, & trecherous enemies,not hauing ſo much leiſureasto breath, 
werellaine, ſomeintheir beddes, others vpponthe roofes of houſes, andin 
whatſoeuer other places wherethey might bee found.

was executed. The Queen- motherleading theking, hertwo other ſonnes, 
andthe king of Xavarreher ſonnein laweto ſeetheexecution. Her Councel- 
lours thinking that at that laſt exployt it would bee wrought; if Briquemast in 
preſence of all the people would aske pardon ofthe king, ſending ſome vn- 
to himtocertifie him, that ſo hee might eaſily ſavchis lite:thattheking was 
mercifull, and that heEſhould have pardon if hee asked it, confeſsing this 
fat wherewith hee was charged. Briquemantaunſwered boldlyand witha 
good courage, that it belon ed not vnto him, bur tothe kingtoeskepardon 
of God for ſuchan offence: that he wold never aske pardon fora fault wher- 
inhee had not offended, but knew himſelfe 10 bee innocem;, whereof hee

this, the Saxcerreans beganne to ſtand better vpon theirguard, having abour 
650, ſouldiers vnder diuers Captaines and Licftenants, and CM artignon, 
Filard, Martinat, la Fleur,C haillon, Montauban, Buiſſon, Paquelon, la Mis 
nee, Dorinal, whole Generall was Andrew Joannean, Bayliffe of the Towne, 
They had moreouer onehundreth and fiftic labourours in their Vinyeards, 
who vpponneceſsitie bare themſelues very well, either vppon the walles 
atheaſlaulrsand calings, or intheſallies, withtheir ſlings, which wereter- 
med Sancerrean P:ſtolles. Neither were their women flacke during this 
ſiege, which beganneabouttherwenticth day of Nouember : burnow for 
Rochel. 

Theſeuenth of Nouember, the Barron de/a Garde ſent two Gallics to 
takea view ofthe Towne, vnder pretence of ſending his letters. But the 
Lord of Eſars, whom the Rochelers had madetheir Generall, ſentthe gext 
night after,the Barrons two Gallies, whereofthe one was taken, an Inginer 
ſlaine, and 2n other taken, andthe other hardly eſcaped. Heerevpon enlued 
the publication ofthe Kings letters patents, dated the fixt ofthat moneth, 
but nor yet publiſhed, wherein hee denounced open war to the Roche- 
lers.

TheKing, the Oy cp. and others, had earneſtly ſalvted /a N 0+ 
:,(whomthe Duke of .{ lue after the taking of Montz in Henant, had ſent 
backe into France) tolabor that the Rochelers (whoin regardof his vertucs 
both loued and honoured him) would grow ro compoſition: heeafter ma- 
ny excules, as well in regard of the impolsibilirie, as alſo becauſe in confi- 
ence hee could notcounſell the Rochelers royeeldethcir throates to their 
enemies, vppon commandement acceptedthe meſflage, rather inpurpoſeto 
ſeruethe Rochelers as heedid, and —_— from the Coun, then to hurt

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Belides Saxcerreand Rechel,the Inhabitants of M ovtanban, Niſmes, Mil.

peachmemts, euentromthoſethat ought moſt ro have encouraged them, 
Forat that timerhroughout allthoſeparts,it was a queſtion whether it were 
lawfull tortheſubiectstoftand vpon ſo iuft and neceflariea defenſive.

that 3greemententered vppontbe laſt of Auguſt, The Miniſters, diners In- 
habitants, Capraines, ſouldiers, and refuged perſons retired with paſports, 
wich ſate conduct;ſometo one place, ſomeroan other. Not long after, San= 
re was wholly vowalled, fomehouſes throwne downe, the clocke, rhe 
belles, and other furnitures of the Towne taken away, the Bailifte 70an- 
was mallacred by night, within one hundreth paces ot Monſiner deChaſtres 
lodging. Therwetth day of Septemb./a Cha#ire being retiredto Bowrges the . 
Bailtite of Berry was left gouernorofthar deſolate place: with two copanies 
offoote, and ſome other troupes, there were madediuers ſtraunge ſackings 
adpillages, infuch ſort, thatiris wonderthat Saxcerre ſhould ſtand vpright, 
and bee inhabited as at this day itis, and belides the reſtorationotthewalles, 
buildings, and repeopling,it haththefree exerciſe of thereligioninthisyear 
1595, when we'finiſhedchis colleQtion orrecueil. Now conſequently ac- 
cording ro our purpoſe, let vs'conſider of the fiegeof Rochel, togither with:

Arnd-in deede at the 
ſametime,a Gentleman in Rochel revealed tothe Maior and chiete of the

Hee wiſhedto allure into Rechelthe Routeſt Captains of thecampe,with 
ſome good numberot ſouldiers, where they might bee ealilic put ro the 
ſwoord, whereby the aſlaylants mighc bee ſo much weakened. Beſides thar, 
hee was atthepoynt to have received ſome good ſome of money. Heetre- 
vppontheſeuenteenthand eighteenth day ot lanuarie, there came in diuers 
ofthecompanies of Puigaillard and of CM arten, ſurnamed the Lutherian but 
the Maior conterring with ftoure or fine of the principall, in their reſolution 
found it better to performe ſome ſmall efluredexecution, thento aduenure 
vponany dangerous enterprile, & therefore without further delay, thought 
it good toriddethoſerhat werealreadie entered, and notto ſtay vntill eicher 
they had gathered mere ſtrength, or corrupted others.

gainſtthem, approouing their defen{iue war, and conſenting thatthe kee- wa 


ping oftheirtowns, towres, and fortreſſes, ſhould remainevmtothemſelues, 
accordingtotheirauncient priviledges,receiuing ſuch gouernours aswere 
notby them to bee ſuſpeQed. 
And by vertue ofthis Edi, vponthetenth of Iuly, abovt tenne of the 
clocke inthe mornings Monſieur de Biron entered into the Towne at Coigne 
ae,with a Herauld at armes, and four ofthe kings trumpetrs:at which time 
hee cauſed the peaceto bee publiſhedintheprincipall places, accompanied 
bythe Lieftenant ofthe Towne, and of Aonfiexr deV illiers, and thendined at 
the Maiors houſe: which done, preſently atter hee returned conduQted out 
ofthe Towne. 

The ſameday,diuers barkes and other veſſels laden with biſquer, corne, 7,, of the 
meale, fiſh, and other ammunirions, entered into. the Towne, as they did jege of 8o- 
beforethe ſiege: which we haue briefly diſcribed inthe principal circcumſti- che4. 
cesthereof, 1 he enemie had both by ſea and1land, between tortie and fiftic 
thouſand men, whereof morethenthe halfe of them died before Rochel, as 
well in skirmiſhes, encounters ſurpriſes, and aſſanits, as of wounds, miſe- 
ries, and diſcaſes: fixtie peeces ofar:illerie, great, middle, and (mall, ſhotinto 
the Towne, and againſt the defences, rampiers, and wals thereof, at theleaſt 
two andrhirtiethouſand times. The bulwarke of the Goſpel, becauſeofthe 
ſurname, was leaſt ſpared. The enemiecloſt therewith the Duke Aumuales 
Coſſeins, Maiſter of the field, that enteredby force imothe Admirals lodging 
in Parris, and began the maſlacre. Ljgardes his brother, Goas and Poilac, Mai- 
ſters ofthe campe, divers great Lordsand Gentlemen, aboue 60, Coptaines 
and comanders,as many Lieftenits & Enſigne-bearers:moſtpart ofthe ma(- 
acres of Parris & other places,being comethither toreceiuetheir reward,ci- 
ther preſent death, or woiids which (peedily cut off theirdaies. Thec6ming 
of p Poliſh Ambaſſadors, was the meansÞ defended Rochel, which beganto 
want both vituals & ammuniti6 of war, & that had loſt many hundrerhs of 
ſoldiers in þskirmiſhes & breaches. Another means ſerned: which was the 
diviſioninthe Duke of A niows campe,& thefriends which the Rochelers 
found therin, from whomthey receiued many good aduertiſements, which 
greatly relieuedthemduringthe ſiege: the end wherof, made the king to 
call to minde many great faults by him commited, which hee had beene 
aduiſedand counſeled vnto, andto en” a meanes to preuent wy 
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butroolate, for beeing imbarked and inthe middle oftheſca, then when he 
dicouered adeliretolee the port of his arcivall, not long after hee found 
himſelferobeetallenintothedeepe gultes of death, & with moſt great griet 


perſwadcd himto be quenched,andto hane recouercd ancuerlaſting peace 
vppon Saint Hartholomewes day, Butin his milchicte hee foundthis comtort, 
that many others that thoght themſclues very nimble,intheir turnes;found 


ling paſsions of this poore Prince. I muſt not fprgettoſer downe the proui- 
ſion of vitualsthar God lent vnto the beſieged in Rochel, which was aninfi- 
nitenumber of [mall aſhes, neuer beforethattime ſeene withia that Haven, 
and thateucricday came in,andas it were yeelding themſeluestothe mercie 
of the poore people ofthe Towne. Andpreſently afterthe publiſhing ofthe 
_ and libertie graunted to Rechel, at the comming of the Polonians teti- 
red againe. 
Now let vs ſee how ſundrie others ofthe religionin other parts of the 
The eſtate of Realme, barethemſcluesthis yeare 1,5 7 3, T he Barron of Serigzacwith other 


» 2vercy, beeing aduertiſcd of theintent otthe Romiſh Catholickes, repaired ro Mon- 
Lang#ed%, tauban,wherethey held acommon Councell, and after ſundrie conferences 
Se relolued, as wellthe Inhabitantsas ſtrangers refugied, totakearmes: which 
Mk they did in warrelike manner, andthereot aduertiled thoſetowns where the 
religious were any thing firong. T he Inhabitars of Chaſtresin Albigesrs,flace 
king and refuſing the ſnccours of Vicountic Paulinand the Barron of Panas, 
were ſurpriſed, and ſome {laine,andthe Towne broughtinto the ſubieQion 
oftheRomiſh Carhoticques. They of Xontanban ſent toorththeir troupesin- 


gion, diſcreet and vertuous, and a wel-willerto millitariediſcipline. They 
laceda Garriſonin Terride, whereof Seriguacchalenged the Barronage, and 
by eſcalade tooke Buzet vpon Tar, within three leagues of Toulouſe.

- __ heldintheformertroubles, placed garriſonsar the paſſages, and appoynteds 
day of mecting at Rea/mont in 4lbigeojs,to conſider of theircommon affaires, 
There madethey adiuifion of theirgouernmets. VicountieGonrdon had one 
part of 2uercytoward Cadenac:Terride or Serignac hadthe other part towards 
Montanbanand Gaſcon.

_ theycſtabliſhedthe Vicountie of Pan4s,with his brother the Barron. 
Counteof Foix,withthe hilly countrie, was alotted tothe Vicountic of Car-

Jeagues of, andrherefore withall ſpeed marched thither with one hundreth 
and (ixtie men: and thus hee onthe one ide, and thebelieged onthe other, 
ſochargedthe enemie, that they flew two hundreth of their men,and ſcat- 
tered the reſt. About thistimethe Inhabitants of Bearne ſent to Ni/mes and 
CM ontauban, a coppie ofthelenters ſentcothem fromthe Court inthe name 
of their Prince, torecallthem to the Romiſh Church: rogither with their 
excuſes and aunſweres totheſame, proteſting to perſeuereand abideinthe 


religion. In Aprill, the Countie of Y/lards newly made Admirall of France, Admiral 
and Generall otan armic againſt theproteſtants in Laercy and the countries 7ilards war 


round about, gathered hisrroupes diſpearſed in Garriſons, beſieged &tookereth vpon 
Saint Genes in high 2uercy, The Lord of the Towne, notwithſtanding his #4 Prote- 


compolitionforlite and goods, was carried priſonerto Cahors, and there exe 


cuted at the inſtance of many his enemies whom hee had hardly imreated arceſs 


His menſauedchemſeluzs inarocke, wherethey could not poſsibly bee in-

Afewe weekes after,the Admiral) beſieged Brifenel, aſmall Townein high 
Ravergue,wher Montilliere gallantly wichſtood him,and flew ſome hundreth 
of his men, but atthe laſtdeparted with life and goods. Albeit inexchange 
the Adm. in May loſt Soreze,ſurpriſed by eſcalade, & Monteſquiouwithinewo 
leagues of T hoalouſe, Allotoward the end of Iuly, the Barro of Fougerextook 
Latfae a Biſhops ſea, andarich Towne lcituate inthemovntaines of 

dec,at the ſametime that Captain Grave ſeized vpon Mas Saindtes Puelles, with 
inone league of Caſtelnau Darry, TheDuke of 2 niouhad before ſolicited 
thoſe of Montauban, to ſend him their Deputies with articles forpeace, in- 
treating them in the meanetiwe, to deliſt from all hoftilitie. This was one 
meanesto diſvnitethe Prouinces, and ſoto get them oneafter an other, Ae 
the firſt this ſeemed to grow ro ſomecourſe: but it was caſily remedied, and 
the ſiege of Rechel togither withthe eleQtion of Poland, made voyde many 


oftheir deviſes. Marſhall 4 4=#;l{e Gouernour of Languedoc, tooke armes al- , 

Þ againſt the proteſtanes, aſſembled ſix Corners of horſe, five thouſand har- q,ile be- 
gebuziers, beſides the companies of Lyonnoisand Y oluxatries: his footemen fegerh Sons 
amounting to tenthouſand, that led foureteen battering peeces, wherewith meres, wher 
hee pretended ro beſiege Niſmes. Pur Sommmieren (mall Towneneareto bexge-he loeſeth hue 


recand Montpeſiier, wonne from the Barron of loyenſe by Captaine Gremian, 
brakethis purpoſe, and an otherenterpriſe of the Marſhals againſt 7 zes: ſo 
that ſeeing himſelfe fruſtrate before heecame to Niſmes, hee beſieged Som- 
meres: both the Towne and Caſtle, made areaſonable breach and gaue anaſ- 
fault, repulſed bythe beſieged, who ſlew aboue one hnndreth of his men, 
and wounded many more. But in his ſecondaſſauſt hee had yet woorſe ſuc- 


ceſſe. Herevpon cameto him his brother in law the Countie of Candale, with 


his company of one hundreth horſe, andtwelue companies of Gaſcons, who

T hey beſoughtthe kingnotromiſlike that they having an intereſt in 
this action, had atlembled themleluestorthe end with deliberation to con- 
ſider ot theſureſt meanesto eſtabliſhaſound and good peace. T hat through 
the pollicies of wicked Councellours, the king was induced both by word 
a1d publicke letrers patrents, to declare himſelfe tobe the author of the maf- 
ſacreat Parris, which ſome fewe daies before hee had diſaduowed, wherin 
his reputation was greatly impaired with forrainenations. T hat they could 
not thinke his will to concurre with ſuch bloodic efteCts as lately appeared, 
yet they feared leaſt his wicked Councellours were ſtill like affteQed , and 
theretorethey could donolefſe but take order for the fafetie of Languedoc and 
them(cives, and by the example of their fellowes, 10 hardly intreated, locke 
rothemlſelues.

Thoſe of the government of MH ontanbay, ſent likewiſe their Deputies 
todemaund beſides the premiſſes, that the Admirall and all the Proteſtants 
murthered the foure and twentiertvof Avgvft, 1 57 2. asalſo they that yet li- 
ved, might be deemed to haue been and to bee, moſt faithfull ſubies to the 
king and his eflate, and innocent and cleare ot all ſpotte of rebellion.

feCtion :declaring his former ſeruices,intreating after account yeeldedothis 
adminiſtcationto bee diſcharged of his office, and to withdraw to any place 
that the king ſhoul1 appoynt. The ſame day bee wrote to the Parliamentof 
T haulouſeg0excule himſelfe ofthat he was accuſed of adeſiretorebel againſt 
the king, and to ſurpriſe Narbonwe, T hele proceedings ſtayed theQyeene- 


motherand her Councellours, whodid well perceine that 4 Arwille would 


ſet them worke ynovgh, if they ſhould deale ctherwiſethen well, ortouch 
his brother Montmorencies lite, whom inthe meanetimethey cauſed tobee

The ſickneſſe wherewiththe king was troubled, not long before thede- 
parture of his brother to go into Poland, had a little reſt tor the winter 
time , but the hidden diſeaſe about ſpring time beganne againe to 
revive, inſuch ſort, thathauing bin ficke inthe months of February, March, 


_ and Aprill, hee was counſelled by his Phiſitians, that hee ſhould beepurged 


and letblood, which were meanesaltogither vnprofitable, becauſe itwas& 
penly ſeene, thathe: begantofadecuen inthe flower of hisage, tothe grext 
aſtoniſhing of the ignorant. | ; 

Thoſeofleaſt ivdgement, efteemedthat hee had eaten or drunke ſome- 
what that diſieſted not, Some ſuperſtitious perſons imagined ſome witch- 
crafe or coniurati6, & becauſe /a Mole had bin found ſeized with alitleimage 
of wax about him, (which heaffirmedto be thepiQure of a on

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icked intwo places by a witch, they madecertainereportsto be ſpredde a- 
broad, that it was acertain charme vſed againſt the lifeofthekipg. Athogh 


ls Moleſuſtained thec6trarie,vnil thelaſt point of hisdeath,affirmed ittobe 


made only to contiaue him inthe loue of that Gentlewoman whom he ment 
tomarrie. | | 

Theking vſed allthe meanes hee could roſurmount and overcome his 
ficknefle, and as his yeares gaue him, aſſayed diuers times to ſhewe his cou- 
rage, bur allin vaine. Afterthe departureofthe king of Poloxza, they percei- 
ued himrobee morechanged in minderthenin bodie. If he had liued longer; 
it is withoutall doubt, thatthe Councellours of the maſlacre had received 
their reward from him, his heart was ſomuch moouecd againſt them,ſothar 
hecould not chuſe but viter bis mindtherin toſomeabout him in the Court; 
whom hee knew to bee viter enemies to ſuch iniuſtice- and thereof wrote 
letters out of the Realme. Sothat to conclude, hee was determinedto haue 
made ſome ſtirring among them, vntillthat finding himſelfeto bee (cized vp- 
pon, and that hee had rotthe meanesas thento execute any thing, becing

that wasto bedone againſt them:where any ſuch ſhould beeenterpriſed, hee 
commaunded all his Officers, to vſe the ſpeedieft and readieſt iuſtice that 
might bee, willing themtolooke vnto it, calling God to witneſle, that his 


_ onely intent was, to ſee all his ſubieQs live inpeace;Hee likewiſedeſiredthe 


fame Gonernourstoprouide, thattheir companies ſhould not inany ſort bee 


chargeable to their ſubieQs, but ſhould paye according to the ordertherein 


ken: byrtheſameletter alſo ſhewing,tharhee had been (icke of a quarterne 
ue, hee wasas then ſomewhat recouered, ſo thatthe reports ſpred abroad 
his death, were wholy vatrueths, | 

The fourth of May, hee aduertiſed theſaid Governors of the impriſon- 
ment ofthe rwo Marſhals, that were accuſed of conſpiracie againſt his per- 
ſonandthe eftare, inioyningthemtoouetrunne all thoſe that were vppe in 
armes,ropurt themto the ſword, butthe poore Prince as then was neitherre- 
beQed of friends norenemies. Every day he received packets ofnew com- 
motions, thatbredde nothing but diſcommodities, wherein a firme peace, 
and faithfull maintenance of thoſe of the religion intheexerciſethereof, and 
mthat whichthey had deſired forthe conſeruations of their perſons, goods, 
dignities, rights, and priuiledges, had beenethe onely retnedie which his 
mother and her Councellours abhorred. Foy” ls 
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Heeperceiued the beginnings oftnew troubles, inthe captivitie of his bro« 
ther, and his brother in law»andtherwo Marſhals: 25 alſo intheexile of the 
Priaceof Conde, and of divers great Lords: his ſubiects armed one againſtche 
other: and to bee ſhort, the fire of diviſion kindled more then everit was. 
Wherevpon ouercome with the euill that raigned in his bodie, and 
with ſo many horciblerempeſts in his brains, he was torced to keepe his bed 
and yeeldeto bisdilcaſe. For the ſpace of certaine daies hee ſtroueand firug. 
geled againſt nature, not yeelding therevnto by extreame force, Thenine 
and twentieth of May letters were writtenin his name tothe Gonernours of 
Prouinces, to whom hee {ene word, that during his ſickneſle if he chanced 
ro die, vntil the comming ofthe king of Polonia his brother & ſucceſlor, they 
T:1+e9ri ſhould obey theQueene his mother, whatſocuer ſhee would commaund: 
fauonr of his ſhewing that his bretherenthe Duke of 4lencon and the king of Navarre, had 
ther. promiſed himtodothelike in herbehalfe: intherwo laſt weekes of bis ſick- 
nelle heeloſt muchof his blood, thatiſſued out ot many places of his bodie, 
and once rowlde himſelfe therein;falling downe by weakneſle, many times 
naming diuers Lords, whom he particular hated, andthar till then had kepe 
themicluesout of his hands. | 
Thethirtiech of May, which was the day of his death, the Queene- mo« 
The dry of ther perceiving that the ſimple letters made the day before, touching the 
_ cent, - chargetoher committed, ſufficed notto ſtrengthen her authoritieduringthe 
peer, .;. abſence of the king of Polonia, whom ſheefeared could notſo ſoone returne 
all touching Againe into France, determined for his ſureeſtabliſkment, tocauſe herlſelſero 
the regency. bee declared Regent inthe abſence of thekingto come, and to caule letters 
pattentsthereofto bee ſealed by the Chancellour Biragve, who with the 
jeales was wholly at her commaundement : which was as much as to ouer- 
throw & ſubuertthefundamentall lawes ofthe Realme,to aboliſhthe right 
of the firſt Prince of the blood, to lefſentheauthoritie otthe eſtates generall, 
rorule the Parliaments, andtroraigne in ſtraunge manner ouer Fraxce, 
 Nenertheleſle, the beuter to binde the hands of thetwo firſt Princes of 
the blood, andtherwo Marſhals whom ſhee held priſoners, tobeate her e- 
nemies,toextirminatethe Countie de Montgemmerie, kept priſoner againſt 
faith and promiſe made, toſowe new diuilionsintheeſtate, and ſo to main- 
taine herſelſe inthoſe contuſtons, without foreſeeing the great diſorders 
whereof ſhee ſhould bee cauſe, by that meanes giving libertieto thoſe that 
iatheende would bee her ouerthrowe, as heereaſter you ſhall heare: here 
ambition blinded her eyes, ſhee entered intothe kings chamber with Zir««

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thar were preſently diſpatched for the ſame purpoſe; One that pi ar oy 
diſcourle of his laſt ſpeechs, ſairh, hat nor long beforehee died; hee deſired

-mencic hereitcrated his ſpeeches, ſaying: Madame, I\pray you heartily do ir. 
'And inthoſe combars of minde, hee'died at BloisSaimt Yincernes,vponthe 30.

"with the Cardinals of Bowwbon & Ferrape;the Chancellor Biyapue; Lanſar,& 0-

.raigne whichall poſteritiewilladmireandabhorre. Sothis Prince liuvednort 
till heearrained tothe full age of foure andtwentie yeares, of nature beeing 
very aQtine, vaconſtant inthis cogitations;raſh in his enterpriſes imparientto 
attend, diligent to fooke into other mensnatures, prompt ofconceit;'of good 
memorie, extreame - colloricke, ſecrer, a great difſetibler, and'vne that ca-

They likewiſe made him become oneof the greateſt blaſphemers in 
France, wiwecein be becamelo expert, tharthat evilſquallitic in him, conver- 
ted co bee his ordinarie. ſpeech. Martigues Loſſes and others, taught him that 
corruption by his mothers conſent: ſpecially after the firſt crroubles, T hey 
contented notthemſelues withthoſe corruptions,butinticed himlikewiſeto 
Courtizans, tro whom of himſelf he was not much adiCted:andto conclude, 
to make himthe capitall egemie ofthe tcligion, both (hee and they which 
ought to haue had more careof conlſerningthe honour of this Prince, left 
nothing omitted, wherby topuſhhimforwardtoall vice, & to cauſe him to 
wallow inthe filthineſſethaveoueredbim onall ſides: hee vitered his words 
in good termes, with a readieand pleaſant ſpeech; loued Muſicke and Poe- 
trie: wee haueſcenercaſonablegood verſes of his compoſing: Buthisprin- 
cipall exerciſe was in hunting aberherioR made himſorget all 0- 
ther pleaſures, and miheendite  wehimſelfe fommuch vato it , that the 
blood of wildebeaſts, whichto ſhed heetpoke'aſingular pleaſure, having 
ript vptheir bellies, & pulling out theicintrailes with his owne hands,tnade 
him in a manner to become furious, ſo that many times at his ceturne from 
hunting, hee entered into ſuch furie, that none of his ſeruantsdurſt once ap- 
pearein his ſight, vnleſſe he would receine ſome blows. In his Anagranome, 
which was deniſed by certaine perſons after the maſſacre, was found out 
theſerwo words : Chaſſeur, Deſſozal, wherein areas many letters,andthe ſaine

Hee had compoſed a booke of all the parts of bunting, which till this

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1 will that from hencefoorth you ſhall obey my commaundement, without 
any morediſputationtouching their merites,for know what istobeedone 
forthe honourand profite of my realme, better then you do. AndI willthar 
from hencefoorth you'ſhall not looſe any timeto write, or frame yourde- 
claration vnto mee, neither yet to moderate, corre, nor interpret my 
commaundements. For my meaning is,that all whatſoeuer I ſay and do,ſhal 
preſently bee executed. T hree daies before hee died, his mother having 
ſhewed himofthe taking of the Countie de M ontgemmery, hee madeherno 
aunſwere:and when ſheetold himthat hee ought toreioyceatthe taking of 
himthat had killed his father , I care neirherfor that (ſaid hee) nor for any 
thingelſeinthis world. 
Heelikewiſe reioycedthat heeleft no ſmall childrenbehinde him, be- 
cauſe (ſaid he) that leauing them intheir minorities, they ſhould 

haue ouermuchtoſuffer: adding, that France ast 

had needeof aman, Now wee muſt ſpeake of 

his ſucceſſour , and ſee what maner

#n, byright of blood, and bycutome and law ofthe Realme is called tothe Crowne and 
of France: which firſt quallitieisin himſo true and perfect, that none or 
of his famous predeceſſorsener had more enident titles thereumto. Heisa French- 
man, from his Grandfathersin both famulies, and not onely ameere Frenchman, but on 
bes fathers ſide, of the firſt branch of the blood royall: the like on his mothers ſide : by bis = 
father, not onely deſcended from Saint Lewis, or Hugh Caper, but from Charles 
and Dagobert, of whomthe Capers deſcended, contrarieto the wilfull ignorance of 
fach as would prooue bis familie tobee meere flrawngers : and by his mother, fromthe Al- 
berts kings of Nauarre, who ſucceſcinely were of the houſe of France, andbythemar- 
riages of daughters, capable by ſucceſion to the king dome of Navarre, And for ſuch 
bee wasefleemed and accounted, vutilthe death of the Dake of Alencon the kings bre- 
ther. V hen preſently the goodolde Cardinall of Bourbon was titled in the head, and 
made beleeue, that in the age of ſixtit yeares tee ſhould line and ſucceede a king (who be- 
fide his zong yeares and ſtrength of bodie, lined not in any ſach diſordered maner,where- 
by hee ſhould once haue occaſion to thinke pon his ſacceſſor ) for it was ſhewed him, that 
bee wasthe firſt Prince of the blood, andthat therig ht of inheritance and ſucceſsion con- 
hitedin isperſon. But when this deniſe was found too weake, and the abſurditic tos

of the firſt Prince of the blood, and of the hope of the name, Sacrying, and Crowne of the Prins 
ce; his aunceſtors, that had ſo many times beene drinen from the Court : that in foure yeares had 
tenne armies, and tenne Generals to a king, marching (before the heads of the forces of the 
greateſt Prince, of themoſt warrelike nation in allthe world) againſt him: that after the ouer- 
throw of a great forraine power, h1d wit harawne himſclfe into a corner of the Realme, without 
land, men, or mony: and a Prince altogither poore, wnleſſe it were in hope, He that. had been de« 
clared vnable for the Crowne, that had beene made one of the Cardinall of Bourbons retinues 


' that was nomore acknowledged to be of the race or progenie of 8, Lewis, as beeing ten degrees 


inconſansuinitie fromit : he that the countrie of Spaine efteemedthe ſubictt of all our miſertes, 
whoin the life of Qir kings was the only argument of all the tragedies that had been aftedinthe 
countrie of France: hethat thought not to haue ſucceded a king, being in the flower of his linely 
and gallant youth: that hadbin an occ:ſiontothe contrarie,if age,and not a moſt cruell and poy= 
foned knife, ha4not borne himto $. Dennis: he 1 ſay was king, in the midale of all his troupes, 
inopen field,and by ſound of trumpet proclaimed kimg of France. And the Catholicque Nobi- 
litre, who byreaſon of their diner (tie of religion,it was thoug ht wold haue ſeparatedrbemſelues 
from him, were ſo muchmooued at the deteſtable murther ſa dr/loyally committed ag ainſt the ſa- 
credperſon of their moſt C hriſtian, Catholicque, and religious king, abhorring that part from 
whence ſo mi(erable amonier had hisiſſuexthat they choſe rather topreſerue themſelues by kee- 
ping rogtther, then to deitroy themſelues by diſunion: that it remained conitant and faith-full 
tothe ſucceſſor of t heir king not once diſputing of the lan ful vocatis of his M aieFie,& ſomuch 
the rather that he imbraced the preſernation of the Calbolicque, Apeſtolicke, and Romaine re= 
ligion, and promiſed toreciue inſtruttion,and make profeſctonthereof. No other meancs reſting, 
whereby to knit and ioyne that which by diſunton had been ſeparated, and nothing but the newe 
opinion of religton, was the cauſe to place a barrier between them, and the meanes that thepoore 
people didnot moſt willing ly caſt themſelnes into his armes. Andtothe contrarie, the feare of the 


#'teration of religion, puttethth? out of theirbounds, & asthe wanes that breake into a breach, 


having gotten through, do runne with more noyſe and forcethenbefore, Sohe was eſteemed for 
an bereticke , his goods confiſcate, and hisbodie puniſhed,that had not halfe a dozen of maximes 
or princples readje, thereby with tooth and nayle openly to maintaine,that Henry de Bourbon 


might not be king, although hewere a Catholicke:and that the power of the Pope ſtretchednot ſo 


farre as once tondertake the hearing of his excuſes, much leſſeto abſolue him. Inthisgeneral 
licenciouſneſſe of all things whereby enery manis permitted both to ſpeake andthinke euil,which 
filleth France with barbariſmeand monſters, which maketh the Citties and T ownes the gulfes 
of ciuill furies, wherein it is eaſie to fall, and impoſaible toget —_— it ſceemedthat a whole 
world, neither yet the raignes of foure kings, would ener hane ended ſo great adeſolation. For 


thereby is ſcene t he deluge of all offlidtionsfallen wppon the people: confuſion and diſorter rams 
peth an entereth into all places: councels are weake: inftice deſpiſed : the foote commanding the 
bead: the treaſures conſumed: the eſtate becommeth ſicker then ſukeneſſe it ſelfe : and whichis 
more, religion, for the which theytake weapon in hand, looſeth more in one moneth, then it get 
Feb 
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teth intenne, hauing nothing morecomtrarietothe increaſing, refloring, andbeautifying thes.. 


of thenthe inſolence, cyueltie azſobedrence, and impietie of ciuit wars. And (bould wee ſup. 
poſe,that during th:ſe monſtrous & mad rebellions, the obedience we owetoGodcan long con- 
tenue? VV hat is be that knoweth not how many iniuries religion hath ſuſtained, as well by the 
defendors, as enemiesthereof? both of them efteeming it a glorie, towviolate,blaſpheme, and in 
a moment to deſtroy the ferepoſed labours of ſo many yeares, andin two houres to ſaw downethe 
treethat hath growen wp and proſperedfor 1 3 © 0. yeares, T he people by long draughts ſwallow 
downe the ſweetebreatb of libertie, they terme diſorder reaſon, they admitte no lawe, but 
what they like beſt , and will by no meanes heare ſpeaking of ſuperior. Of the deſpiſmg 
of the Prince, proceedeth diſobedienceto God: and from that mpietie ſpringeth the diſobedtence 


we ſhew untoeach other. For that long ſufferancealterethcuſtome, and formeth immitation, 
and the example of one that eſcapeth unpuniſhed, mooueth others to commit the like effence. $0 


that among ſo many crimes,d:ſorders, and confuſuns,it isnot ſtraunge vnto v8, to ſec our atti- 
ons haue Chad ſacceſſe. For asthe hor(e that hathnewly caſt his Masfler to the ground & bro= 
ken his bridle, _ not to runne till he commeth to ſome place, where with great furie he kil- 
leth himſelfe: ſothe people abandoning all dutie > reſpett of gonernment,ouerthrowthem;ſelues 
at the end of their moſt furious courſe : andarelike aſhip inthe middle of the wanes, which bee- 
ing neuer ſo well rio ged and furniſkedwith warlike ammunition, haning neither ſaile nor rur- 
ther, is reache toſuncke, and ſtirrethnot but at the pleaſure of a feeble blaſt of wind,which vſeth 
it asit liſt. T othecomrary, the kings armie(that as arockereſiFeth the proude and raging we 
ters) like agreat riner paſsins her boundesto ouerflow the medows, aſsiegeth T ownes, winneth 
divers battels, beareth all before it, andtriumpheth in all places. ,, nd Spaine, which ought 
either townburthen it ſelfe, or at the leaſt be content withthe great number of roabes whichis 
daily weareth, and with ſo many Scepters,that impeachit ,and reſt it ſelfe: riſeth vp to put v518 
feare. She that feareth leaſt our proſperitie would bee her ruine: our peace, her wars: and that 
our naylgs[bould grow ſo long,therewith topull that fromber, whichſhe and hers hath forcibly 
taken from v5, ſhe bendeth hercannon ſhot againſt the battered walsof our etate: andſheth 
ſeeing v5 tranſported with furie and collor, ought to hidethe knife, and quench the fire putteth 


it into oar hands, therewith to mooue v3to deitroy our ſelues, 4nd addeth ojle and wood mare 


to mcreaſe the fire of our diuiſions, yet all in vaine, for that againſt good Fre nchmen, ſee ſen- 
deth Spaniſhſhadowes, But after the loſſe of agreat battell,and the long andextreame induring 
of miſeries by the aſcicged townes,euery man beginneth to deteſt wars and to ſerke peace. And 
ordinarie meat wherewith the people were vſually ſerned, beginneth to faile and be diſliked: the 
 goodly andbeantifull pretence of religion, that bad ginen ſogreat an appetite tothe commonpes« 
ple, to difieſt arms, loofeth credite: andit is enidently ſeene, that the war hath morereſpecFto the 
altering of eXate, then pre ſeruatis of religzon. Andin fine, when at the aſſembly of the league 
in Parris, the D. of Ferrare vnder pretence and coner of religion, had propounded the meansto 
ſhake &+ wtterly ouerthrow the ſalique law ,not any good Frenchman butdeteſied the deniſe, as 
athing morecruel then death it ſclfe. andthe Court of Parliament did moſt vertuouſh refifi the 
lamentable ſubuer ſion of that law, which hath maint ainedthis monarchie ,& continued ſa ma- 
my yeares: and in defence 1 berof,, our forefathers died the plainesof PoQtiers and Creſly,with 
\ their linely and maſculine blood. And inthe mean time, when enery man criedout, and 
ſaid: the king was no king, that they were earneſtly buſiedto find an other that enery man would 
be, and yet durſ not: his Maieftie byreuelation of the holy Ghoſt, andfor his owne ſaluations 
' turnedtothe ſacred andholyboſome of the Church, leaning the error and new opinion,that from 
bis cradle he had alwaies holden, feeling in his ſoule a ftrong and firmereſolution, to abiure bs 
former impoſtures. He did it not at randon neither asconſtrained by neceſsitie, by feare of for- 
raine © ſurpation, forthe onelyiniojins of a temporal peace or Crowne of Charles, but of «ho- 
ly and moſt dinine inſpiration which enteredinto his ſoule from the day and time that the death 
of the K left the Scepter of France, and yeeldedit unto him:fromthat time he made knowne to 
our holy father Pope Sixtus the fift, by M.. de Luxenbourg, te Pope Gregorie the 13. b 
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the Marqueſſe of Piſani,ard ſince that to him who at this day ſuteth in 8, Peters Chairegcalled 
Clement #heerg ht,by the Cardinallde Gondyythat as be was lawful ſucce/ſor to the Crowneghe 
deſured alſo that the ſucceſsion of the Cathelicke, Apoſtolicke,and R omane relig ion, be obſerned 8 
hes realme, ſubmitting himſelf10his authoritie and inſtrutfion touching the ſaluation of ts [oule, 
And perſeuering in bus ſo boly reſolution,he baniſhed from the Court thoſe that had made hin be= 
lene that the worid had continued in darkneſſe from the death of the 4poſile $. Paul x tothe tnme 
of Caluin , ad that the ſplendant ſunne of the truth had been eclipſed touching the preaching of 
the Goſpell,andjhut vp within theterritories of Bohemia and Saxony until theſeditions prea- 
ching5of lohn Hus and Martin Luther, cauſed it to ſhine with greater cleareneſje: & being in- 

uctedinthe trath of our religion, bythe moſt learned Prelates in all therealme of France , be 
preſented himſeif inthe temple af the chiefe Apoſtle of France,eueninthe middle of the ſhadows of 
bis predeceſſors, & there wpo their T ombsaeteſled bus hereſies,the only cauſesof his troubles 
originall of our mifchiefes,T here is no reaſon what ſoeaer to be obiefted, that can deny t! ts aftion 
to he moſt holie, moſt admirable, and moſt miraculous, whether you conſider the happie d:ſpoſition 


 andaboundaxce of the yeare, the victorie againſt the T urkes, or the ſuddain canner fion of our re- 


bels. For firſt you haue ſeen how Golgwided this Prince through the middle of ſo many laborinths & 
dangers of fire and flame, tothe throne of royall CM aie#ie: how this loleph perſecuted by hisown 
kindred and famulie, triampheth in Aegipt: and how this Moyſes, expoſed and abandonedto the 
mercie of ciuill rempeſies, becommeth not onely Coronel of an armie of 600000. men, but king of 
apreat Realme, and of ſo m.my millions of people, _A ndthe king, togine ataſte and feeling unto 
his ſubies, of the contentment & quietneſſe that his ſoule inioed by his new An thers 
of to gine eutlent teſtimonie to all the world, graunteth atruce enen at the verie inſtant when his 
enemies were readie tojeeld: and ſendeth the Duke de Neversto his holineſſe, ſubmitting himſelf 
to his commandements, and offering his conſcience (the ſubiedt of agoodlyconqueſt) gineth himto 
wnderſtand,thot hee defareth but one religionin his Realme: that he knoweth well chat the Church 
15 one, that farth isnot druided,and that asthe bode can indare but one head, the heatens but one 
ſun, and religion but one God : ſo the Realme of France ought to have but one Church, whichcan- 
wot bee 02, where Gol is dinerſly ſerued. Soif our miſeries are not incenſuble vnto kim, if it plea- 
ſeth himnot ſpeedily to imbrace the occafionsoffered, and mittigatethe ris or of formes,not onely our 
religion, but alſo the eſtate, will bee apray to long and cruell diaiſions, which continually aff li## 
the countrie of. France, It is ſaid, hee tsone of th moſt woorthieft ſucceſſors of Saint Pexer, that 
for the ſpate of one hunareth yeares hath (it in hischaive, which increaſeth our hopes, and lightneth 
our minde5, in a maner cleane abated : for that one of the beſt comforts that man can hane in the 
middleof the wanes and ſurges of the ſea, is, when heisaſſured that his Pilot is anexpert man, and 
knoweth what to do. A ks: ſo we hope, that topreſerue this French veſſel from ſhipmracke he will * 
riſe wp as ainſ{ the tempeſt which daily threatneth the ſame: & we know what winds and wanes do 
blow & puſh it forward: andthat he will imbrace the connerſion of ſo importunatea ſoule : for the 
preſernation whereof, all Europe ought continually towade inteares, vowes, and prayers, But 
when the delaies of the Popes Conſitorie were perceined,togither wit hthe oppoſitionsand vaouy 
made touching the Ambaſſazeof the D. de Neuwers, whenit was well wayed and conſidered, that 
it were very hard and impoſsible for thoſe in Rome toindge of that whith is denein France:that 
their opinions and wils were forced and confiramed, andthat it was knowne, that in the extreame 
neceſsitie of taking order for the Comon-wealth, in ſo vrgent acauſe they muſt lay and attend wp- 
pon proceſſe, peacebeeing broken, and the people lonzing after the firſt mor ſels of t he trace,they 
ceaſed nat til! they were wholly franchiſed fromthe tirannie of wars,ſpecially the townesthat at the 
beginning were the fir(t that tooke weapon in hand,andfrom thence proceeded the reduttion of the 
Citie of Lyons vnder the kings obedience, being not able any longer to continne in ber vnconſlant 
eſtate, nor to ſubie@T her ſelfe any more vnder her ruines,fenſes, + diſtru#ts,as things moſt doubt- 
full, andmiſchiefes moſt oncertaine, ſo that ſhe opened and unconered her eyes, to know what ſhee 
Sroulddo, andwunder whoſe proteiFion ſhe might beſt be preſerned, Shee knew that the mougy 
2 an 
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and laſt remedie of her calamities, was to bee under ene, and no mare toflote orcerteinly inthe 
waues of diners protections which bane beencauſesof theſe cizil v arres. 

Shee found that ſhee ouzht tohaue a king of France, and in the familie of Saint 
Lewis, from whence deſcendeth Henry de Bourbon, king of France and Nauarre, 
whom ſte had ſooner acknowledged,if it had pleaſes him ſooner tomake profeſs1on of the Catholick, 
CA poſtolicke, and Romaine rel:gron,as at this aay be doth. Lyons reſiſiedagamſt her king, and 
ramped againſt the gate, and will you hane it ſtill remaine couered im the brakes, that ſhe ſhould al- 
wates be at thepoynt of death, in the midale of the wanes of her rebellions? it was at the poynt to 
become adejart, andthe fable & common marke to be laughedat by al her neichbours, andin the 
end their conqueſt, alreadie her trafficke ( which ts ber 1ndesor Peron) her rents, her penſions, 
+ her principall revenues were cut off and taken away. Ani no other occupation bare ſway, or was 
in requeſt with her, but the art of ſouldiers: her Cittiz.:ns were ſlainehefore the gates, and her na- 
zurall forces ber an tofaile, wherein ſhe ſecketh for redreſſe, and knowing no better Phiſitian, then 
hee that loueth his Patient : jhe caſt her ſelfe into the armes of ber king, and drowning the renem- 
brance of her foliirs paſt, inte ſeas of hisgreat clemencie: ſhe defired hum, from thence forwardta 
accept andreceine ber Citizens, for bistrue, faithfull, and naturall ſubtetts, and not toput any 
difference bet weenthem and others, vnleſſe it were inthispoynt ,to have in remembrance that they 
were the fir(t, wha without conſtramt a:knowledoed him for their king, and by their example haze 
Fotten Untohimthe b:ſt part of b1s flowriſtang Scepter, Behold the infl reaſonsand cauſes of this 

fo ſuddainechange, if the obedience which the ſubiect draweth fromthe yoake of ſtranvers, toyeeld 
it unto his owne ſuperior nay be called a change. And the more commendable it wil be,in ſo much 
as that the ſeruice of the kin? is not contrarte to the commantement of God: that religion remamneth 
firme within her franchiſes, (bining in her glorie, inmiolable & vnexpugnablein ber forces, 4s 


long as the wars were wholly for relivion they contributed what ſoeaer they had,but when they once 


perceiued that the boly connerſion of the king made this war, no more war 42 ainſl religion, but onely 
az ainſt the eft ate,they could nolonger delay, nor withdraw ont of their mindes,the feare ani reue- 
rence they owe to the thue image of God, which is the king , beleening certainly that thoſe 
beare armes and fioht azainſt God, that rebel againſt a moſt Catholicke and Chriſlian Prince. 
In this ſo great diſorder,great wiſedome C good order hathbin ſcene,for that the moſt adniſed and 
beſt experienced, concernins matters of eflate, indged this quotidian fener ,conldby no meanes bee 
healed, but by ſome ſtronz an1 violent remedie. But by the pronidence of God ,the diſeaſe that in 
mans indgement ſeemed imeurable, hath been healed without ſhedding one drop fleet thecon- 
flant ani firmreſolution oſth»ſe that rather deſire to die, then not to ſee themſelues franchiſed from 
this gouernment ,whichis contrarie to therojalleſtate,andloſed fromthe middle of ſo many protec- 
tions, which how boly or inſt {oeuer they be,are altogither dangerons,and the beſt title theycan bear 
5s of no value. T obeſhort ,this town: which hath almaies made ſhew of pure religiont owardsGod, 
and fidelitie to her Prince,hath well ſbewedthat the flower de luce,which for the ſpace of ſo many 
 handrethyeareshadbeen om in her heart, could not be pulled away but by cleauing andrenting 

inpeeces the hearts of all her Cittizens: that ſhe could not brooke nor once indure , ſuch Frenchmen 
as aretranſubſtantiatedinto Spaniſh minds, that gape onely to ſee this Scepter broken this crowne 
in peeces, that they mig bt gather theremmants, and plucke off the flowers, T husmuch 1 thought 
200d to ſpeake,before 1 enter into the HiForie,

TheDuke of Gziſe followed him,withthe moſt part of his forces, which 
his departure gauetime and leiſureto the Duke de Boxillon to viQtuall Sedan: 
and theQueene-morherinthemeane time, diſpoſed the rwo Dukes to make 
a truce, firſt for fifteene daies : inthe which time, the Duke of Gui/e praQiled 
certaine ſouldiers, (more for gainethen for conſcience) to ſurpriſe the Caſtle 
of 1amets,but the enterprile failed, and the inſtruments therof were puniſhed: 
and from that time, rhey began againetorenuetheir courſes and ipoylings, 
morethenthey did before. 

T he Queene layde an otherplaiſter ypponthis ſore, by a ſecond truce 
of amonth, which the Duke de Bon4lon imployed in Al/ace, with foure hun- 
dreth horſe, and eighthundreth Harquebuliers, therby ro aduance the armie 
otGermains,that were to meeteintheplaines of Strausboxrg, there to bee mu- 
ſired. And theDuke of Guz/c had leifure to go vnto the King, to receiue his 
inſftruQions and commanndements, vpponſo great and vrgent an occaſion.

theediQ, they had lettheir herericques continue in their houſes, enioyeas 
inapublikepeacetheir landsand goods, that ought to be imployed fortheir 


deftruQtion,andtothe taking away ofthe means thatcontinuedtheircrimes 


towards god,andtheirrebellionagainſtcheeftate, That in ſtead of ſelling and 
confiſcating thereof, the renenues ofthe Cardinal! of Pelleve were ceaſe&vp- 
pot» becauſe in open conſiſtorichee had moſt vertuouſly ſuſtained the ivſt 


icques. Thatinthoſe warresthe Cleargie had indured moſt, and received 
profit or aduantage having continued more for the aduancement of 
<Miznoms,thenfortheruine of Hereticques, and thatſo great ſummes of mo- 
ney cutoff fromthe yoſſeſsions of the Cleargie, from the nontiſhing of the 
poore, fromthereliefeof Pilgrims, fromthe ranſome of captives, and other 
necelsities of the Church, hadſerued to nootherend, then onely forthe en- 
tertaining ofthe enemies ofthe es = ters 5 TIT oft 
Heecomplained ofthe contradiQtions of the edift, and among other 
things, inthatthekings Councell, the Court of Parliament in Parris, the Iu»

T he kingtothe contrary, had well conſidered how the inſolent paſsion 
ofthe league, could not finde a firmer footing within all the articles contained 
intherreatic of Nemours, and that it aſpired roſomegreater matter; Hee knew 
well it haddemaunded Tones for affuranceagainſt the Hugnenors, in the 
Prouinces wherethey had nocauſe to fearethemn, neitherin ſoule nor bodie; 
That þ ſurpriſe made by theD- 4 4umalle of the towns of Dourlan & Pontdormy, 
and the intelligence diſcouered at Zollggne, were ſom oftheoperations of the 
medicine which they had rakEtoauoydethis monarchie of vigor & ſtrength. 
That for to fortifiethemſelues with numbersof Townes and participants, it 
had cauſed a Citadelltobee ereQed at Vitryle Francois,therein toplace an Ita- 
lian, in whoſe countriea Frenchmancannot ſo much as obtainethebaſeoffice 
ofa Sergeant. T hatthe Duke of Guiſe would not receive the gouernment of 
Rascrop, vntill his Maieſtie had promiſed himthey ſhon1d hold it in his owne 
name. Thar it had prodigally ſpentthe 100000. crownes, raiſed forthe buil- 
ding of the Citadell in Yerdun, not deliring other fortreſſe thererein but the 
hearts of thepeople, abuſed with pretences and goodly apparances of the in-

The conrrarieties of the ediQt being well wayed and debated on both 
partes, the Duke ofG#;/erurned his purſuires vpponthe meancs tp aflaylethe 
Huguenors, inthe ſameplaces where they had receiuedthe foyle, in Poiton, 
Daupbine, and inthe countries of the Duke de Bouillon, deſired the king to caft 
his eyes vppondecaying religion, ifrhearmie of ſtraungers ſhould beare the 
triumphints A {iemaigne, both of Franceand ofthe Catholicke Church, and 
toimbracetheconſcruationthereof,without eſteeming any thing to bee diffi- 
cult or daungerous for ſo memorablea victorie, calling to minde,thathe was 
aking ofa people, that neuer feared anything buthe falling ofheauen, and aſ-

Aſſoone asthe Duke of Lorrame vnderftood of this Princes death, hee ſens 
his armies into his countries, indefence vherof, 1a Nowe his executor ente- 
red intoarmes, with proteſtation,thatthepromiſe he had made (for hisdeli- 
uery) vnto the king of Spaine, notto bearearmes againſt him, boundhim 
nettorefuſe his aydeindefence ofa young childe, againſt the vſurpation of 
the Lorraines, —_- _ The 
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The Marqueſleds Port, eldeſt ſontothe Duke of Lorraine, andthe Duke 
of Guiſe, againſttheir faith giuen, they followednot the armie, butthe mile- 
nblecroupeof Rutrers, tothe Mounaine of Saint Claude, where they gaue 
thankes forthe good ſucceſſe oftheir company: and from thence to pleaſe 
their hungrietroupes, they trauerſed the Counte of Bovrg ongne,cntering in- 
tothe Countes of M ombeliard, & Hericonrt, where his men vieddiversgreat 
cruelties, and ſpared not the lands of the Biſhoppe of Baſle, the example and 
ornament ofthe good Prelates of Germanie. 

After the bloodie cealing of ſo lamentable vengeance, vppon a poore in-

hane lodged elſe whete. Ideterminedro havemadean exatt ſearch, for di- 
ners ſtraungersthatas then were it my Towne'of Parris, andnor deſiringro 
offend any man. I fentrothe Lords ofmy Courr,namelytorheD. of Gziſe, to 


theend they ſhould ginemearoll of their domeſticall ſeruaunts, and toſend 


therefſt away, whom I ynderſtbod to be itjpreat numbers, at the leaft fifteen 
thouſand, which Idid forthe preſernarion of my good Ton of Parris, with 
ſureties of myſubieAs.

fe which hee expeQed, heedetermined fromthat time forward, to beere= 
uenged of all forepaſled offences, perſwading himſelfenot\to bee boundto 
obſeruetheEdiQt of vnion, ſeeing the Leagyc had firſt begunnetobreakeit, 
conſenting tothe pernicious intencs of ſtrangers, & not withdrawing them-

Andtherefore Catoin his -Oration againſt Cailina, ſairh : that we muſt 
rather quit ourcountrie ofatraitor, thenconſult what death hee ſhall die, 
havingtaken him, Toputthe Duke of Gziſe in priſon , would beeas much, 
as if wee ſhould takea Bore ina net, that beeing ouer firong, would breake 
the cordes,and which isto bee feared, would ſpoyle both the hunter and his 
hounds, all at onetime. When theſerpent is ſlaine, the peyſon hath no more 
incide ſemel. force, Adead man maketh no more warre, it is dangerous bothrodelayand 
J4mct, todiſcloſethiscounſell, andtherefore puniſhmentis more neceſlarie, then

The king that loned 
the Gentleman, and thatdeſired notto looſe ſuch a Prelate, hin ing by 
his meanesto attaine vntothe 2uinteſenceofthe Leaguers deviſes, aflured 
him of his life, butnot of his libertie. 


Not long after, the king ſent CH onſienr Guiotardand CM onfieur

vntothem, thatthey being Lay-men, had not any iuriſdictionouer an Arch- 


biſhop, and that heebeeing ſuch,might noraunſwere vntothem,defiring 


them nottotrouble him any moretherein. , 

They returned this anſwere vnto the King, whopreſently ſenttheCar- 
dinallde Gondy, to perſwade him to ſatiſfie his commaundement, andtoaun- 
ſweretothepropoſitions that ſhould bee made vnto him: the Archbiſhop

he wold follow their reſoluti6: andthat ſodoing,it ſhuld bethey & notthe 
Arch.of Zzons,that (huld break che Priuileges & immunities of the church. 
Thekingto thecontrary eſteemed, that conlidering the quallitie and 
importance of the cauſe, he was not boundto haue recourſe vmtorthe Pope;

no recourſe vntothe Pope : Chilperic lent Pretextatus Archbiſhop of Roare, to 
the Councell holden in Perris, to bee ivdged by them, but with this clauſe:

Hee had therein ved ſo much clemencite and moderation, that hee had re-

thors oftheeuill, ſparing their adherentsand ſeruants, and fauourably re- 
ceived &admittedthem among thereſt of his good ſubieQs, vponpromile 
by them made, from thenceforth to become his true andfaithfull ſubjeQts, 

T har alehongh, not only by his ations paſt,as bythis1aft proceeding, 
hee hath giuenand declared by evident teſtimonies, of his holy intent and 
clemencie, that no man ought rodoubt : neverthelefſe ro make it more 
manifeſt coall his ſubieQs, his Maieſtie declareth and proteſteth, that this 
which hath happened, hath beene effeQted by reaſon of the preuentions v- 
ſed againſt his EdiQ of Tuly, and lincethattime. 

And inthe execution ofxhat which is contained therein, his will and 
meaning is, tokeep and cauſe itto bee kept, and to oblerveand maintaine it 
from poyntto poynt fora lawe, asit hath been eſtabliſhedand ſworneinthe 
Parliament, according tothe forme and tenorthereof, | 
 Forgettingand wholly remicting, all whatſocuer is or hath bin done a- 
gainſt duticand fidelitie, by thoſethar have participatedintheſaid praQtiſes,

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had entertained them with further hopesand meancs, contrary to the E- 
dit {worne, ſummoning them1o bee in a readineſle to cffett agreat ex- 
ployt. The ſecond, thatthey had determined toleize vponthe Kings perſon, 
andto coftraia himto diſmiſle his Councel, whom they thoughttobe moſt 
faithfull varo him,andlcaft afeQtedrotheaduancement oftheirintents, and 
to bereauc him ot his authoritie, yeaand of thename ofa king.

raine:ſo his Maicſtic hearingthethundering eloquence of Monſieur de Bour- 
$0 Monſieur Bernard, would iudge him butto be aſouldier:which done, 

ce faide : Thatthelong raigneof ho king, had ſufficiently (hewen, that ir 
is not the hand of fortune, that have invironed the forchead of his Maicſtic 
with adouble Diademe , but God, that hath eſtabliſhed him for our King, 
and that before, choſe him for Monarch ofa people further diſtant, not for 
the greatneſſe ofhis royall linage, nor for the vniuerſall ſignesand tokens of 
the valour of Frenchmen, bur tor the pietie, faith, clemencie, and magnani- 
mitie, wherewith it hath pleaſed his gracious goodnefle, to haue adorned 
his Maicſtie inhis moſt tender yeares. ; 

T hat it is ſufficiently knowne, that in his raigne onely, the heauens haue 
not pertnitted the birth of ſo many miſchiefes, but thatduring the times of

iuſt alabour:totheend, that by the hands of ſo famousa Prince, France ha- 
uingprofſtrated itſelfe vnto the furies of hereticques, may not onely be ſuc- 
coured, but revenged-not ſaued, bur increaſed: not flouriſhing, but eleua- 
red abouc all nations: and that from this triumph ſo much deſired, his Maie- 
ſtie ſhallreapethe honour: his eſtate theprincpall good, and all the people 
of Enzope bee pargpony trothis happiechance, it beeing an aſſurance vnto 
his Crowne, the moſt aſſured ſtay ofall Chriſtendome, 

That the victories which Fraxcedeſireth to ſce his Maieſtie obtaine, 
ſhal be bur a continuation ofthe overthrow by him giuento that great and 
fearefull armie of Rutters, Switzers, Lanſquenets, and French Huguenots, 
which by the good conduQiion & vigilacieof his Maieftie, received more

Therewasintheſame place a Temple 
(which they calia Church) as wellfurniſhed andiertoorth as any inallthe 
countrie, having been of longtime inciched and indowed with many dona- 
tories, by the Lords of thatplace, Thelnhabitants had not laid apart nor ſhut 
vpany onetaing of their ornaments, ſeeing they could nor bee perſwaded, 
that vnder theie goodly titles of zealous and vnited Catholickes, to many er- 
ronious offences mightbee hatched: withall, diuers of the religion had pal- 
ſed by that way before, which did notſo much as touch this 1 cmple, nor a+ 
u tCommeronde, for his firſt warrelike exployt, burned the Gates of the 
Church: afterwards hee entered thereinto with his people, which wholly 
pilled and ſpoyled it, killed a poore man at thecrucifix tcor, becauſe hecom- 
plained, that in the ſelf ſame placethey hadraviſhed his wite in his own pre+ 
lence: they eaſedrheir bellies withinthe holy water ſtocke, and incuery cor- 
nerofthe Church-and of robes, wherein were wrought certaine Ave Ma- 
ries, they made garments for change, and ſetting foorth of their queanes. 
For thetop and heigth ofthis exployt,they tookethe pixe of filuer, where- 
inthere was foureandtwemic hoſtes: one amongſt the reſt apparelled him- 
himlelfe in Prieft!ike habite, cauſed eighteene ortwentie fouldiersto fall 
downe vpponrtheir knees, and hauing his hands yet full of blood and (acri- 
ledge, diftriburedtheſe hoſtes, throwing downe vpponthegroundthreeor 
foure othersrhat remained, which weretroden vnderfoote. Attheir depar- 
tnrethey ſoldethe Copes, banner, and relicques, tothe Moonkesof Exrons: 
the Challices, lampes, boxes, andcroſle of ſ1luer,tothem of 7 age: and not 
many daies after, they did as much at Thoyigni. Bur expeQing a particular 
Hiſtorie ofthe league, wherein ſhall bee found renued, all kindes of cruell 
and infamous Trapgedies, letvsreturnetothearmic ofthe league, and tothe

Therevnion of thetwo Kings, madethem ſee how it wastimefor the 
leaguerorunne: for this cauſetheCouncellgenerall of thevnion, addreſſed 
memorials, letters, and aduertiſements, both within and withoutthe realm, 
of whatſoeuerthey thought expedient, toaſſurcand proteR this building 
ofconfuſGon.

: Onthe Thurſday thethree and twentieth of September; the Leaguers 
Armie,or a part thereof,containing athouſand horſe,and about (ix, or cight 
thouſand foote, cametoa place named lx Maladerie: which was ſtrengthened 
wich eight hundredſmal ſhot, foure c6panies of Rutters & Lanceknights:ſu- 
ſtzined moreouer with three companies of light horſmen , three companies 
of great ordenance, and with the forces of the Princes of Conde and Counte, 
Furthermoreat thecop ofthe T rench, ſtood the companies belonging tothe 
Lords of Chaſtillon, and Maligni: with a good number of the Nobilitie who 
were vnderthe Marſhall of Birons charge. The Leaguers beginning then a 
bloodie skirmage,it was moſt valiantly held out by the kings troupes, at what 
time inthe firſt aſſault Af onſtenr Sagomne, a principallmanotthe Leaugue,was 
flaine, with divers of his horſmeo, thereſt were put to flight, But they com- 
ming with afreſh ſupply , the kings wearied ſouldiers were forcedtorctire. 
There the Switzers whowas of the Regiment of rw a et vnder

OnSundaythe foure andrwenticth, the Leaguers armieraiſed themſelves a- 
bout midaight : and vpon the Tucliday following, they catne vponthe others 
ſideofthe 1 owneot 7 7ques, and fer ſemſelues right againſt the place from 
whence they were parted, ailaying tobatter it withcannen ſhox. Butthe king 
foundthe leaguers iomuch worke, by contiguall skirmiges, and hampered 
them in ſuchtort, that vppon the eleuenth day after their comming thather, 
they were faine ſhatnetully to withdraw'themlelues fromthe Towne of 4r- 
ques: vypothenews which they.receiued,thatthe Earle de Soifſon,theD.geLon.

whichthey bed againſt bis Maieſtie. Wherevppontherewas acertaine pam- 
phler imprinted at Parris, wherein it was publiſhed, that berweene 474ues 
and Deepe, wherethe king of Navarre was belieged, the Duke de Maine bad 
wonnefrom them, fourercencEnſignes of the tootemen, and eight Corners 
of their borſemen were by him ſlaine, 

Theſe groſe fables, were ſer our, to-feedthe people with vaine fancies, 
and ro pinchthe purſes ofthoſe that werereadieto beleene ic, andthatbarea 
gooddelirerobaycitſo, Iheking thoughtatthefirft, that this rerraitwas 
buta pollicie wrought bythe Duke de Harmezthat bending himlclte to en- 
tercept his ſuccours beforethey came vnto him, hee mightthe calier ſubuert 
them, andafterward returne with moreftrengthand furie then before. For 
thiscauſethe king reſolued with himſelte to ioynethe Earle of Soiſſonandihe

eweluethouſand footemen. Taryisa great village, having a bridge on th 
river of rec, oner the whichthe leaguers paſſed very ſpeedily , ſuppoſin 
that the royall armichad beenc farre from char place, butin ſhort ſpacethe 
one lighred on the other, by which meanesthere was that day certaine 
$kirmiges, wherethe leaguers had eyer the worſt, Many of the leaguers 
weretheretaken priſoners, who confeſſed and gaue vs tovnderſtand, that 
their comming wasratherto follow ontheir way alreadie begunne, then 
to make criallofbartell. - 

-. Now, for ſo muchastheday was ſpent, both thearmies repaired to 
theirlodgings. By the breakeof day following, which was the fourteenth 
of March, the king by aduiſe of his Councell, determined how co order his 
battell. And after they had comendedall their ſuccefſe vnto God,he broke 
his faſt: andſo aboutnineoftheclockein the foorenoone, they were inthe 
field readie1o giue barcelk and theking beeing atthe head of his ſquadron; 

firſt ranckes werecompoſed of Princes, Eatrles, Knights,and 


ers vnto-God, with ancxhortation,that alltheother 


pletothe fight. And retarningto his place, without further delay he cau- 
ſed the great artillerie robee ſhot off, which gue ninedaungerovs vollies, 
tothe great burtofthe leaguers, Who afterthree or foure other vollies gi- 
uen on both(lides, adnanced forward fine or ſix hundreth light horſemen, 


to giue charge againſt the Marſhal & Awmont,but he without ſtay,ranvpon 
them, and pearcedth&inſuch ſort, tharhemight ſooneſeetheir heeles. In 


the mean ſpace, whiletheywerethus buſie, the ſquadron of the Rutters 
which were on heirrighrhindjkicontm ng toward the artillerie, lighted 
vponthe Kings lighthorſmen; aduancing theſeluesagainſtthE very man- 
fully,and being asvaliantly received, arlaftthey wereconfſtrained toretire, 
without performing ny thing woorthie of memorie. The whileſt, ano- 
ther ſquadron of launciersof theloyy Countries, would havegiuenafreſh 
chargetotheſclighthorſemen, But

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But the Barron of 3:ronaduancing himſelte forward, having no meane to. 
meerethe Vantgard, ſet preſemily vpon the reareward : and in breaking 
their array, was hurt in two places. The Duke de cMompenſier ranne 
before the reſt, and gaue them a moſt braue charge, in the which, hee 
himſele was once vahorſt, but beeing againe mounted, hee behaved him< 
ſelfe in ſuch valourous ſort-that hebecame Maifſter ofthe place. The lſelfe« 
ſamerime,the Duke de Maines great quadronconliſting uf eighteene bun- 
dreth horſe, among whom werethe Dukeof Nemonrs, andthe knightof 
Aumalce,with others of the Captains of the league :aduancedthemſeclues to 
the battel, cauling foure hundreth Carbines to-march vpontheirleft wing, 
who made a fallieof (mall (hor, ſome fue and twentie paces fromthe kings 
ſquadron. T his ſallicbeeing ended,the great ſquadronotthe leaguers,came 
_ onthe forefront ofthe kings, where they ſawe his Highneſle before his 
company, five long paces off, who furiouſly ruſhed among the leaguers, 
which could notby any meanes with all their huge f _ of launciers,. 
keepebackethe kings ſquadron. But his MaicRtie did in ſuch warrelikeſors 
aſſaylechem, that chis great ſquadron was at laſt ſcattered, hauing beene 
fhghting among the thickeſt ofthem, a goodquarter of an houre. In the 
end, this huge heape of enemies, who hadthusthe foundation of their 
ſtrength abated, were at laſt brougheto hand-ftrokes, who beginning 10 
ſhrinke, intherarning ofa hand men might ſee their backes, which betore 
ſhewed ſuch furious faces, who tooke their flight by firaunge paſla- 
es. DEE. | 
This ioyfull vitorie was at firſt intermixt with much ſorrow inthe 
royall armie, when they ſaw not the king returne- but withina while after, 
they ſpied himcomming, all ſtained with the blood of his enemies,not ha- 
uing (hed one drop of his owne, whomthey deſcribed onely by the grear 
lumeof white feathers which hee bore in his creaſt, and that which his 
alfrayehad on his head. There was notſo much ſorrow among the lea« 
guersfortheit loſſe,bur there was as much ioyrecouecred onthe kings par« 
an pving beenſo happily returned fromſuch an intermixture of blood:

 Butasheecamefromthechaſeof his enemies, with twelue of fifteen 
of his followers, hee chancſt to meete betwixttwo companies of the 
mies Switzers, three corners of Wallons, accompanied wich otherthat had 
ioyned withthem, whom his Maieftiecharged with ſuch high courages 
that heewonnetheir colours, they which carried them lying dead inthe 
place, with many other of their companions. The king then beeing arti- 
uedattheplace from whencehe parted, allthe armic gauehumblet 
tothe Lord for hisſaferie,crying with one voyce- God ſavetheking. © 
His Maieſtie having ſer in order cerraine of histroupes, and bis 
enemies flying before him, heeleft the field ſurcharged withtheir dead:(or 
that thereremained none aliue, ſauing the Switzers, who becing forſaken 
by their horſemen, did notwithſtanding ſtay without moving:andalthogtr 
theking might well haue ouerrunthem, yetherecciuedihemto mercie: / 
whohauing caſt downtheir weapons, werediſcharged and ſent intotheir 
owncountries. The Frenchmen alſowhich were mingled among them» 
had their lives ſaued. 5

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This beting done, the king accompanied with his horſemen and thetroups 
of Picardie, toilowed the league, which tooke their flight twowaies. In the 
one was the Duke of Nemours, Baſſompterre,the Vicount of T avannes, Roſne and: 
others, which tookerheir way to Chartres, Inthe other, the Duke de Maine 
with his moſttruſticſt Captaines drew toward 7x, topaſle ouer the river. 
The Leaguers artillecieand all their baggage wereleftin the campe, andin 
thehigh-waiesneare adioyning, | hetimewhichthe king ſpent in receiving 
and ſending away of the Switzers, gaueleiſure vizothemthar fledde, to put 
themſelues vndercouert: in ſuch ſort, that comming vnto Tari, they percci- 
ved that the Duke dec Maine was alreadieentered, who neverthinking ona- 
'ny new charge, broke vpthe bridge before his owne people were all come, 
which was the cauſe ot the death of agreatnumber of his armie, eſpecially 
of the Runters, of whoma great ſort were drowned. The others, tohinder 
thoſe that followed them, ſtopr vp the ſtreeres of T#73iwith dead and woun- 
ded horſes, which ſtood inſtead of chaines or incloſers, whereof followed a 
new loſſe: forallthoſethat ſoughrto paſſe the deepe ſtreame, periſhed for the 
moſt part, I he king was countelledto paſletheriuer at the ford of Axct,and 
althoughir were an houre and an halfeloſſe ofhis way, yethee ouertooke a 
great numberofthoſethat fledde, which for theirlinesrefted at his diſcreti- 
on. Thoſethatthought toeſcape, putting themſelues into the woods, fell 
into the Peſants hands, which handled them incruel! ſort. This purſuit con- 
tinued cuen tothe T owneof Hart, whereneitherthe Duke decHMaine,nor 
any of his, turned oneetheir facertoſee whopurſued them, Butif the Mantois 


| hadcontinued intheir firſt opinion, to keepethe gates ſhut,all thoſethat fled 


had beene vierly ouerthrowne. But beeing inthe endouercome bytheD. 
de Mainesearneſt intreaties, they gauethemleaucroenter the Towne, 
condition thatthoſe of his (ide, ſhould paſſe by renne and renneinthe night 
beyondthe bridge, which indeed wrovghttheir ſafetie. The king ſeeing his 
enemies ouercome both with ſhame and loſſe, refted himſelfe neare- vnto 
Mant, the which ſoone after the Leaguers were departed thence, yeelded 
themſcluestotheking, as atforhe Towne of Yernonand other Cirties., Tobee. 
brief, jnthisbartel of 7«r4,althe footmen of the leaguers were overthrown.

\ The Parliament of Roane,thar according totheir olde cuRtome,did bend 
themſclues againſttheir king andgracious ſoueraigne, didexecute and put 
rodeaththe ſeventh of Aprill, certainepriſoners which were ſeruants to the 
king. Andtbree daies atter, declared by an EdiQ, all thoſe to bee traitors 
which vereof the king of Nawarres campe (asthey called him) & thatwould 
not linke themſclues roking Charlesthetenth (vnderſtandiog by that name

on of 1emt, without formeor figure of law, they were preſently killed 
inthe place, or drawne foorth, andthenthrowneimo theriver : there were 
aboue twentiefeuerall perſonsthus vſed, onely for ſaying, that it were good 
and neceſſarie to make peace withtheenemie. ow

The Ilefvites and other 
Monkes, being well ſtored with munition of victualsintheir Colledges and 
Couents, kept watch according totheirturne, The Ladics of Nemours, of 
CM aine,ot Guiſe, of Montpenſeer, and others, ſolicitedthepeopleon their lide, 
with ſtrong perſwaſions, ratherto periſh by the famine;then ro ſpeake or feck | 
for agreement withthe king, Butthefaminegrewe great: for the Leaguers 
Captains hauing imbarquedtheir peopleand paſſengers wirhout bisker,they 
hadno meanes tortheſpaceoſthree or foure months, but to ftay forthe Spa- 
niſh ſuccours, to bee aſsiſtantto the Patiſians, All their prouifion of wheat 
and other graine, which was broght infor publicke relicte,was ſpent & con- 
ſamed inthe firſtthree weekes ot che ſiege.
